Dear Sib: — We have the honor to present herewith the 
Annual Report of the^ Board of Public Charities for the year 
ending December 31, 1905. 

In pursuance of the duty enjoined upon this Board to 
recommend objects of special need in connection with the 
penal and charitable institutions of the State, we invite your 
attention to that portion of the report dealing with the need 
of additional room for the insane ; the necessity of equipment 
and maintenance fund for the buildings now in course of con- 
struction. We ask your attention to the report of the county 
convict camps and recommend separate quarters for blacks 
and whites. 

The Board commends the Conditional Pardon Law passed 
by the last General Assembly, and we ask the exercise of your 
high prerogative in behalf of the very young when circum- 
stances are favorable and justice may not be thwarted. 

We feel the heavy responsibility placed upon us, and we 
note with pleasure the interest manifested by you in the 
charitable and penal institutions. We believe that the unfor- 
tunate wards of the State, and the State herself, will be the 
gainers by your personal visits and knowledge of the institu-

Mr. W. a. Blair, Chairman, and Messrs. E. L. Haughton, 
W. F. Craig, Carey J. Hunter, and A. C. McAlister, 
Commissioners of Public Charities: 

Gentlemen : — I have the honor to present the following 
report of the condition and operations of the State institutions 
under your general supervision, the private hospitals licensed 
by the Board, and of the county jails, camps, and homes. In 
addition will be found reports of the orphanages under the 
control of churches and fraternal orders, and of the hospitals 
(municipal and private), and other charitable institutions 
voluntarily maintained by the people. 

The Constitution charges this Board with the duty of col- 
lecting, collating, and publishing such facts as may conduce 
to a correct judgment of the needs of the several institutions, 
and to make suggestions for their improvement. 

Inspections have been made at the Hospital at Ealeigh, 
State's Prison, Dangerous Insane Department, School for 
the Blind and Deaf (white and colored departments), and 
the Soldiers' Home. The institutions at Morganton and 
Goldsboro and the Oxford Orphanage for whites had been 
examined in the latter part of the previous year. Private 
licensed hospitals have been inspected by the local Board of 
Visitors. The Board having no fund for inspections, must 
make them at the time of the regular meetings. When visits 
are made to institutions outside of Raleigh a meeting must be 
held at those places or the visits be made at the personal 
expense of the committee. 
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6 AxNUAL Report of the 

Three meetings have been held — one in Greensboro, one in 
Winston-Salem, and the third in Raleigh. The first two for 
the purpose of visiting the county and private charitable 
institutions of Guilford and Forsyth. Other sections of the 
State will be visited as the opportunity occurs. The institu- 
tions of Wake have also been inspected. 

The State institutions, with the exception of the School for 
the Deaf and Dumb, report no indebtedness, having lived 
within their incomes. Pay-rolls of the institutions are filed 
in the office for the use of the Governor and the General 
Assembly. 

The institutions are well protected against fire. A special 
fire-escape for the Colored Blind Department is recommended.

Also, the pension fund was increased $75,000, amounting at present to 
$275,000 annually. Number of pensioners, 14^280. 

THE INSANE. 

You will note that the appropriation for the enlargement 
of the Ealeigh Hospital is for $20,000 in 1905 and $20,000 
available in 1906. No appropriation for equipment (light, 
heating, and furnishing) , . and none for the maintenance of 
new patients. 

The appropriation for the enlargement at Goldsboro Hos- 
pital was $25,000; no fund for equipment or thennainte- 
nance of additional patients. These two buildings will be 
completed by June, but not available for occupancy until the 
next General Assembly appropriates a maintenance fund, or 
the Governor and Council of State, in view of the pitiful 
condition of the insane, should act in the emergency. By 
crowding, the 68 rooms at the Raleigh Hospital will accom- 
modate 100 additional patients; the one at Goldsboro 120 
colored. This will not meet the needs of the insane in homes 
and jails ; will not touch the hundreds in private homes, lan- 
guishing and lapsing into incurability. 

A census of the insane in the homes and jails has been 
made through the County Boards of Commissioners and the 
Boards of Visitors, who report as follows:

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Of ten deaths reported in the jails, 9 were insane persons. 
Attempts to ascertain the number in private homes have 
failed. In 1903, 34 counties made a partial report of 180. 

The Morganton Hospital reports 75 applications refused — 
40 or 50 for want of room, others ineligible. It is estimated 
that there are 400 in the Western District in need of hospital 
care. The Ealeigh Hospital reports 91 refused — 60 for want 
of room; 350 in the Eastern District without treatment. 
The Goldsboro Hospital for the Colored has refused 64 for 
want of room. The Dangerous Insane Department has 
accommodations for 49, and 49 in charge ; so far none refused 
for want of room. It has been estimated, on a basis of onie 
insane person to 600 inhabitants (and this is thought to be 
too small), that there are 2,320 white insane in North Caro- 
lina : 1,500 whites are now present in the hospitals and 529 
colored. Deducting the number cared for from 2,320, leaves 
820 whites, and, in round numbers, black and white, about 
1,000 insane not receiving hospital care. The yearly increase 
of the white insane is 36, of the colored 15 to 20. For twenty 
years past the State has scarcely more than provided for this 
increase. It is needless to dwell upon the humanity of giving 
treatment in the early stages of the disease ; every one recog- 
nizes that. Putting it upon the lowest plane, to neglect these 
unfortunates until the malady becomes chronic, is unsound 
policy for the tax-payer. He burdens himself with the sup- 
port for life of individuals who might have been returned to 
happy homes and borne their share in the economic upbuild- 
ing of the Commonwealth. 

Note the fact that 66 per cent, of the cases at Raleigh are 
chronic, and 97 per cent, of those at Morganton. The insti- 
tutions choked with chronic cases, what can be done to rescue 
the acute and curable from lives of despair? Unless the 
institutions are materially enlarged they must be remanded to 
the long waiting list, losing their best hope of recovery, viz., 
early diagnosis and treatment. For the welfare of those now 
in charge, land is needed at both hospitals for the white. 
There should be one acre to each patient. Agricultural life 
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furnishes the best curative means, and incidentally is remu- 
nerative to the institution; the work of three insane men 
equaling that of one able-bodied man in unskilled labor. 
Means for industrial employment should be furnished the 
women at both hospitals, primarily for its curative effect. 

The general health has been excellent. The percentage of 
mortality has been as follows: Morganton, not quite 5 per 
cent. ; Ealeigh, 3 per cent. ; Goldsboro, 7 per cent. ; Dangerous 
insane, 13 per cent. Sixteen of the deaths at Goldsboro were 
due to tuberculosis. Wards for this class are needed for 
males at Goldsboro, and both sexes at the other hospitals. 

Percentage of cures upon admissions: Morganton, 25; 
Goldsboro, 49; Kaleigh, 51; Dangerous insane, 4 out of G 
admissions. 

Number of pay patients at Morganton, 17 in full, 15 in 
part. At Raleigh an average of 12 in full and 3 in part. 
]S"one at Goldsboro. Pay patients are charged the per capita 
cost. The charges at private sanitariums vary from $600 to 
$1,500 per annum. Persons who may be able to pay the 
charge of the State ($150) are unable to pay $600 to $1,500 
in the private institution. The exclusion of this class means 
the exiling of the very few able to pay for treatment to other 
States. The majority unable to pay the larger amount will 
have to go to jail or remain in the family without proper 
treatment, if this course becomes the policy of the State. 
The most advanced States are caring for all their insane in 
State institutions, having tested the county system and found 
it inefficient and difficult of supervision, besides working a 
hardship upon the aged and infirm, for the County Home 
should be a peaceful refuge. 

Some States have a law requiring a coroner's inquest in 
the case of the sudden death from unknown cause or suicide 
of a patient. The enactment of such a law for Iforth Caro- 
lina is recommended as a protection for both inmates and 
officials in the case of all institutions. 
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school for the white blind^ colored blind and deaf. 

The infirmary, cement floors, enlargement of laundry and 
new roof to the kitchen authorized by the last Assembly have 
been completed. No special appropriation was made for the 
Colored Department. An infirmary for the isolation of con- 
tagious diseases is needed for the colored. Also new roofs and 
general repair. The laundry is done by hand. Machinery 
would lessen the expense. The Ijforth Carolina School for the 
Blind is the third largest in the United States. 

SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF AND DUMB. 

This institution has introduced primary handicraft for 
small boys. Additional facilities are needed for industrial 
departments. The Association of the Teachers of the Deaf 
of America held their meeting in Morganton in July, and 
declared it one of the foremost in the country. Prof. E. McK. 
Goodwin, Superintendent, was made Vice-President of the 
Association. 

OXFORD ORPHANAGE FOR WHITE CHILDREN. 

The capacity of the Orphanage has been enlarged. Can 
now accommodate 300. The number of children entering 
higher schools is noteworthy. 

OXFORD ORPHANAGE FOR THE COLORED. 

Since the last report Governor R. B. Glenn has appointed 
Directors on the Board of the Orphanage to represent the 

^*^^®' SOLDIER^S HOME. 

By special appropriation 16 new rooms have been added to 
the Home, which will accommodate 32 additional veterans, 
but there is not sufficient maintenance fund to receive them. 
Attention is called to the necessity of caring elsewhere for 
the veterans who are mentally defective. There are four now 
in charge who must be constantly watched and are a menace 
to themselves and others. The buildings are frame, some old 
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and inflammable, and it is dangerous to the other inmates to 
continue the care of such cases in the Home, unless special 
attendants are provided. 

state's prison. 

K^umber of prisoners now in charge, 655 ; received during 
1905, 130. Of admissions, six were only 13 years of age 
and forty-one under 21. Young delinquents are treated 
exactly as the adult convict. No classification or separation. 

Cash balance to the credit of the Prison, $12,242.61, and 
$104,600 in North Carolina bonds. 

It is suggested that some separation of the children from 
the adults be made, looking to the making of men and not 
criminals. 

The number of convicts in the State's Prison is decreasini^, 
owing to the retention of prisoners by the counties in the 
county camps. Attention is especially directed to the Prison 
report. 

PRIVATE HOSPITALS (lICENSED). 

Reports are made of Broadoaks Sanatorium, Crow^ell Sana- 
torium, and Highland Home. Eeports herewith presented.

Thirteen private hospitals have made reports, and three 
Homes for Aged Women. 

PRIVATE ORPHANAGES. 

Besides the two at Oxford receiving State aid, there are 
twelve other orphanages and societies caring for the destitute 
children. Number of children in the orphanages, 1,700. 
The new Christian Orphanage is nearing completion. 

ASSOCIATED CHARITIES. 

These organizations in Wilmington, Groldsboro, Durham, 
and Raleigh are doing much for the relief of the poor in 
their homes. 
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investigations. 

All complaints coining to the knowledge of the Board have 
been immediately investigated or found to have been acted 
upon by the proper authorities. Investigations have been 
made at the request of the Board in New Hanover and Yad- 
kin. County officials acted in Cabarrus, and the Governor 
in the case of the Ealeigh Hospital. The Cabarrus case was 
found guilty ; the remainder are now in the courts. 

COUNTY INSTITUTIONS. 

Of the Homes, Alexander, Ashe, Clay, Cherokee, and Dare 
are much in need of improvement. 

Anson has erected a good Home at a cost of $12,200. New 
Home in Burke cost $7,000. Gaston has a new Home and 
McDowell has let the contract for one. Columbus, Cjimber- 
land, Forsyth, and Mitchell have made some improvements. 
Complaint has been made in a number of counties to the Com- 
missioners in regard to condition of Home, or jail, or camp.

THE HOMES. 

The reports of the Commissioners of Homes, jails, and 
camps have been tabulated for ready reference, and the 
reports of the Boards of Visitors (voluntary) have been ab- 
stracted. 

The decrease in the number of children in the Homes from 
about 100 in 1903 to 80 in 1904 and 60 in 1905 is very 
encouraging. There are in the Homes 37 whites and 23 col- 
ored. Most of these abnormal (for whom there are no appro- 
priate institutions) or too young for removal. 
, Number of inmates in the Homes: white, 804; black, 
489; total, 1,293. Died, 304. Keceiving outdoor relief, 
3,703 ; total number receiving relief from the counties, 5,096. 
Cost in the Homes, $69,629.24; outdoor relief, $80,644.22; 
total, $150,273.46. The amount given for the Homes is 
exclusive of farm products, which is considerable. 
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convict camps.* 

Under special instruction of the Board efforts have been 
made to ascertain the condition of the convict camps. Reports 
have been made by Commissioners and Visitors. There are 
29 counties operating the chaingang and 32 camps in all. 
Twenty-five Commissioners' reports and four Visitors' re- 
ports, making four additional counties heard from, give the 
population in 29 camps as follows :

The 16 women 
are employed cooking and mending for the prisoners at the camp or at 
the Coun^ty Home; never worked on the roads.

Died, 13. Of the number confined, 37 boys under 16. 

Twenty counties confine blacks and whites in the same 
room. Prisoners are chained together with anklet rings 
attached to short chains, and they in turn to one long chain, 
every night. Boys mingle with the men; sleep in the same 
room in most cases. Prisoners thrive physically, judging ^ 
from the small number of deaths reported. The strongest 
are sent to the county roads, the weaker to the State's Prison. 

The increase in the number of county camps and of the 
number of prisoners in charge calls for serious thought as to 
the proper supervision of this branch of the penal system. 
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At present diversity of administration is apparent. Some- 
times the quarters are inadequate and sometimes the punish- 
ment brutal. Whipping is the usual mode of punishment. 
In many States corporal punishment has beeli abandoned. 
It is becoming an established fact that men who commit crime 
are usually below normal physically or mentally, or have no 
trade or regular occupation as a means of obtaining a liveli- 
hood. They have not had a square deal, often. 

Mr. Wolfer, the expert penologist, says that he "believes 
that the knowledge of the fact that corporal punishment is in 
use in a State has a demoralizing effect." 

There is no classification in the camps — vagrants, drunks, 
the man who cannot pay a fine, and the felon, wear the same 
"garb of shame," and receive the like treatment. 

If the camps remain under the immediate jurisdiction of 
the counties, they should be subject to inspection and regu- 
lation by the State Prison Board or some other State Board. 

GENERAL WORK OF THE OFFICE. 

In addition to the routine work, many papers have been 
written, which have been mentioned in the quarterly reports 
to the Board and the monthly report to the chairman. 

Most grateful thanks are expressed to the Visitors for their 
unselfish labors in behalf of the unfortunates of the State. 
To the Governor and officials for aid and sympathy in the 
work. To the Board for leave of absence in July for the 
purpose of attending the Summer School of Philanthropy 
of New York (visiting model institutions with experts in 
the work, etc.), and to the Charity Organization Society of 
New York for a free scholarship at the school.

Percentage of mortality upon the whole number treated was .049. 
The percentage of recovery upon admissions was .25. There were 53 
patients from the Eastern District. On probation, 47. Pay patients, 

17 in full and 15 in part. Applications refused for want of room, 40 to 
50. Whole number refused, 75. 

Of the whole number of patients now in charge 97 per cent, are chronic 
cases. It is estimated that there are 400 insane in the Western District 
needing hospital care, but unable to get it for want of room. 

There was one suicide. An epidemic of grip. General health at pres- 
ent good. An infirmary for the tuberculous patients is very much needed. 

About 75 per cent, of the inmates are employed daily. Facilities for 
industrial work for the women are greatly needed, such as basket-mak- 
ing, car pet- weaving, etc. The institution should have additional land 
for the employment of the male population. There should be an acre 
to each patient. Estimated cost of the land now required, $10,000. 

The annual appropriation for maintenance is $145,000. Special, 
$5,000 for an assembly hall, and $6,000 for new boilers.

(Inspected June 13, 1905: Commissioner Carey J. Hunter and the Sec- 
retary. Found in excellent condition).

Work on the new building has been completed to the fourth story. 
This addition will have one dining-room, nurse's room, toilet and bath- 
room to each floor, and 68 rooms for patients. These will accommodate 
by crowding, 100. Forty thousand dollars was appropriated for the new 
building, $20,000 to be available in 1905 and $20,000 in 1906. No appro- 
priation for the heating, lighting, or equipment of the building. No 
appropriation for maintenance of any new patients. 

The annual appropriation for maintenance is $75,000, and for light 
and water, $3,000; for procuring and installing boilers, $6,000; for re- 
pairing (reflooring, repainting, and fencing), $6,000; special appropria- 
tion, $1,835.45, indebtedness for light.

Percentage of mortality upon the whole number treated was .03. The 
percentage of recovery upon admissions was .51. There were 17 patients 
from the Western District. Pay patients average 12i/^ in full, 3 in part. 
Applications refused for want of room, 60. Refused in all, 91, and 8 
failed to come. Of the whole number of patients now in charge, about 
two-thirds are chronic cases. There are approximately 350 mental defect- 
ives needing hospital care in the Eastern District. No, accurate method 
has ever been employed to ascertain. There has been no epidemic or 
serious accident. The general health of the patients has been very good. 

About 75 per cent, of the inmates are employed daily. There should be 
industrial work for the women. Need facilities for such employment. 
The Hospital should have one acre of land to a patient. Land is now 
being rented. Need 400 acres; estimated cost, $25,000. Another great 
need is an infirmary for the tuberculous. 
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The farm is being brought up to the highest producing condition possi- 
ble. Estimated value of farm and dairy products, $16,562.23. Swine 
have had swine plague and fresh stock has been purchased; at present 
doing better. There are 18 attendants of each sex employed. 

As a means of protection from fire, there is hose over the entire house, 
with hose carriage and hose for the outside. Hydrants at near intervals 
around the building. Buildings insured. 

There is no library for the use of the patients, or for the circulation of 
books or periodicals. No fund for this purpose.

STATE HOSPITAL AT GOLJ>SBORO.

The new building is in course of construction and it is hoped that 
it will be completed by the first of June. It will accommodate 120. 
There is no fund for the maintenance of any new patients. The appro- 
priations were $58,000 for the support, $25,000 for the new building, 
and $4,200 for improvement (boiler and spur railroad track).

No accident of serious character or epidemic; general health good. 
An infirmary or ward for male tuberculous patients is much needed. 
No separate provision for the male consumptives. About 57 per cent, of 
the patients are employed. The grounds of the Hospital in fairly good 
condition. Farm and garden lands in good state of cultivation. The 
Hospital owns 528 acres, about one-half in cultivation, the other in 
woods, and much of it subject to overflow by the Little and Neuse rivers. 

There are 16 male and 18 female attendants, exclusive of supervisors 
and night attendants, one to each sex. We have four young white women 
of large experience in ward work, one of whom is a trained nurse. This 
is an innovation here, and I am greatly pleased. 

The total value of farm and garden products was $7,499.21. Deduct- 
ing the expense of the farm and garden (including half the salary of 
the steward, wages and board of two farm hands), the net value was 
$5,289.21.

There was an epidemic of smallpox of mild type last spring; cases 
treated at the county pest-house. Health very good at present. 

No changes in the courses taught. The literary course extends from 
primary to grammar grade. In industrial work the pupils learn car- 
pentry, broom and mattress making, cane-seating, shoemaking, farm- 
ing, dairying, gardening; and the girls cooking, sewing, fancy-work, and 
housework. 

There is no infirmary for infectious or contagious diseases. Sepa- 
rate rooms for ordinary cases of sickness. 

No applications refused for want of room. Those refused were under 
age or feeble-minded. There is less need of a compulsory attendance 
law for the colored than the whites; the colored are more easily reached. 
There are not more than 25 or 30 of school age who are not in school. 
Have never had a pay pupil in this department. For recreation there 
are walks for the blind and games for the deaf. Daily chapel exercises 
are held and Sunday lecture and Sunday-school for the deaf. The 
library has 1,000 books for the blind and 500 for the deaf. The pupils 
return to their homes during the summer, traveling expenses being 
defrayed by parents or counties. 
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The accounts of the two departments are not kept entirely separate. 
No indebtedness. Per capita cost of maintenance, as nearly as can be 
estimated, about $175. 

Fire-extinguishers in the building. Fire protection and fire-escapes 
are necessary. The buildings of this department are in serious need of 
new roofs, and general repairs should be made. Means of isolation in 
sickness urgent.

general housework for the girls. 

Of the 21 children received, 7 were congenital cases; other case« 
caused by brain fever, 3; rising in the ear, 3; typhoid fever, 1; menin 
gitis, 1 ; la grippe, 1 ; unknown, 5. 

For recreation, outdoor games for the boys and numerous indoor 
games for the girls and boys. A party once a month under the supervi- 
sion of the teacher.

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One hundred and fifty of each sex can now be comfortably cared for; 
more could be provided for, but we become more convinced that great 
caution should be exercised not to overcrowd the institution. No appli- 
cations for admission have been declined for lack of room, but eleven 
found ineligible. Eleven applications now on file and referred to the 
Executive Committee of the Board of Directors. In July and August 
there was an epidemic of measles brought in by a boy received on June 
24th. No child died of measles, but two little boys died of dysentery 
following measles, and one little girl succumbed to paralysis following 
the only case of diphtheria in the institution. Apart from the epidemic 
of measles, the general health of the children has been remarkably good 
and the physical growth of many children marked. 

The school has eight grades. The curriculum is on a par with the 
public schools in the larger towns. The three primary grades are in 
school morning and afternoon sessions. The grades above the primary 
are in school half a day and the other half is occupied in some one of 
the industrial departments. 

The kitchen, dining-room, laundry, sewing-rooms, hospital, and the 
cottages afford the largest opportunity for the industrial training of 
the girls. The farm, dairy, shoe-shop, wood-working shop, printing 
office, and the Oxford Furniture Factory are brought into requisition in 
the industrial training of the boys. Regular sloyd is not taught, but a 
course in manual work in connection with the school is in charge of 
our lady supervisor. There is no regular system of paying the children 
for services rendered above the usual work required. Some receive 
small amounts for work done and as rewards for faithful service. The 
cottage teachers are the trustees of any funds the boys and girls may 
have. 

The institution has two fire hydrants near the main buildings and 400 
feet of ho«e. Wlater is pumped from the deep well to a tank on the top 
of the building *and to a tank near the kitchen. Arrangements are 
being made to connect with the Oxford water system, and this will add 
greatly to the water pressure. Reducers have been ordered which will 
enable the Oxford Fire Department to connect its hose with the hose 
at the institution or the hydrants. The cottage homes are only two 
stories and of easy exit. The property is insured. There is a very good 
system of sewerage. 

Our former children are now in school as follows: Three girls at 
the State Normal; three at the Oxford Seminary; one at the Chowan 
Female Institute; one boy at each of the following institutions: Trin- 
ity Park School, Trinity College, Cary High School, Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, Wake Forest College. The Orphanage is only respon- 
sible for the clothing and books of the five girls away from us who are 
under the age of discharge; for the clothing and laundry of one girl 
under eighteen; three girls remain in our care at the Orphanage and 
are day pupils at the Oxford Seminary. The girls at the Normal, 
Oxford Seminary, etc., are aided by the Mocksville picnic fund, and 
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the Royal Arch Masons. The majority of the boys and girls are par- 
tially defraying their expenses by their work. First of all, the insti- 
tution is a home for the homeless, though we try to make the school and 
industrial training thorough. Our Board of Directors has authorized 
the employment of a field worker, a part of whose duty will be in con- 
nection with placing and supervising children in homes. Fully 90 per 
cent, of the applications for children last year were not accepted. We 
try to make our system more thorough, and we do not place children 
until we have the strongest assurance that we are thereby acting for 
the interest of the child. We exercise a supervision of the children in 
homes by correspondence, reports from asylum committees, and some- 
times personal visits. 

The permanent improvements have been the fitting up of apartments 
for about thirty children in the main building; the construction of a 
two-story porch around both ends of this building; equipping it with a 
much-needed elevator to the fourth floor where the clothing storage- 
rooms are located; the inclosure of the property on the farm and the 
wood- working shop by a high wire fence; the instalment of electric 
lights, which will lessen the fire hazard. Total cost of these and minor 
improvements, $4,400. Net maintenance and school accounts, $19,900.96. 
It is a Masonic institution, but receives $10,000 from the State annually, 
and the State is represented on the Board of Directors.

STATE'S PRISON, RALEIGH, N. C. 

(Inspected June 12, by Commissioner Carey J. Hunter and the Secretary, 
and found in excellent condition). 

J. S. Mann, Superintendent. Rai>eigh, N. C. 

No improvements or additions have been made in 1905 at the Prison. 
The general health of the convicts has been remarkably good, consider- 
ing the fact that many are sent to us from the counties operating chain- 
gangs, who are physically unable to do the work required on the public 
roads. Convicts are employed in the cultivation of the State farm, 
railroad building, turnpike building, and brickmaking. Five deaths 
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from tuberculosis, being 29 per cent, of all deaths. Punishments used 
for maintaining discipline are corporal punishment, dark cell, depriva- 
tion of time allowance, and loss of commutation money; also, black 
marks which operate to deprive the prisoner of his tobacco allowance. 
The number of licks depends upon the oflfense committed as well as the 
disposition of the prisoner himself. I should say that the usual num- 
ber is from 10 to 15. Corporal punishment is not frequent, and is 
administered under strict regulations. Twelve prisoners under 16 
received during the year; five 13 years of age; under 21, forty-one. 
The children are employed just as other convicts, but principally on the 
farm. There is no distinction on account of age. No, they do not 
receive scholastic instruction. No school of any sort except Sunday- 
school. From tables 4 and 7 you will see that about 10 per cent, of the 
whites received were illiterate and 50 per cent, of the negroes. We 
have no library, nor is there any fund for this purpose unless the 
Board of Directors should make an appropriation from the Prison fund. 
No regular chaplain, though the Prison pays a small compensation for 
religious services at the farm and central prison. Services and Sunday- 
school r^ularly held at the latter. Three days good time may be made 
each month for good behavior and thirty cents of commutation money. 
Upon his discharge a prisoner receives a suit of clothes, a hat, a pair 
of shoes, and his earned commutation money. Nothing is done for the 
prisoner after discharge. I see no necessity for another institution for 
women; they are now kept entirely separate from the men, and there 
is no communication whatever between the sexes. 

The cotton and peanut crops on the State farm are very good this 
year; the com crop not so good. We expect to get about 1,100 bales 
of cotton and from 12,000 to 15,000 bushels of peanuts. We regret to 
be unable to give an accurate estimate upon either of these, as a large 
per cent, still remains unharvested.

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REPORT TO THE NATIONAL CONFERENCE OF CHARI- 
TIES, PORTLAND, ORE., JULY, 1905. 



LEGISLATION. 

Two laws touching Charities and Correction were passed 
by the last General Assembly — a stringent vagrant law and 
conditional pardon. 

The Directors of the Penitentiary recommended that a re- 
form school for white boys be established, and suggested that 
$50,000 of the surplus earnings of the convicts (net earnings 
over expenditures for four years amounted to $132,867.75) 
be so applied. A bill for the establishment of such institu- 
tions for each race and color was introduced, and passed the 
Senate with only two dissenting votes, but met defeat in the 
committee of the House. This bill also contained the Juve- 
nile Court law and probation feature. 

The Child Labor bill introduced was an advance in the age 
limit from the present law, 12 years to 14, with an educa- 
tional qualification. This failed because only two years had 
elapsed since the passage of the original bill, and because it 
was recognized that our rural districts have not the school 
equipment for the admission of the children whom a compul- 
sory school law would reach. 

A bill for the care of idiots and epileptics was reported 
favorably by the committee. A bill for the paroling of pris- 
oners was introduced late in the session. 

A large increase was made in the appropriations for edu- 
cational purposes. State and local bills were passed for the 
regulation or prohibition of the sale of intoxicating liquors; 
also a strict divorce law. The Legislature enlarged the pow- 
ers of the Governor, giving him the power to visit and inspect 
charitable and penal institutions. This will redound to the 
good of the institutions. 
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The educational policy inaugurated by Governor Aycock 
will be continued by his able successor in office, Governor 
E. B. Glenn, and in addition the present Governor is striving 
to signalize his term by an equally momentoils industrial de- 
velopment. 

Through these movements the moral tone of the people is 
becoming elevated, and the prospects are bright for the chari- 
ties of the State. 

NEW DEVELOPMENTS. 

The cornerstone of a Florence Crittenden Home was re- 
cently laid in Charlotte. A new orphanage is in process of 
construction at Elon College, built by the Christian Church. 
The Odd. Fellows have decided to support a Home for the 
Aged and Infirm of that order, at Goldsboro. 

The State Medical Society has appointed a committee of 
five to begin a fight against tuberculosis. 

Several private hospitals have been established. The Eo- 
man Catholic Hospital at Greensboro opens on July 1 for the 
reception of patients. 

The Ealeigh Associated Charities has been very successful 
and is increasing in work and influence. 

A number of women's clubs have been formed in the State. 
The Ealeigh Club, numbering 200 members, is interested in 
the reform school and other forms of social service. It was 
organized during the past year. 

Appropriations were made for increased accommodations 
at the State charitable institutions to the amount of $70,000 ; 
improvements, $55,300. These include additions to two 
hospitals for the insane, an amusement hall at a third, an in- 
firmary for the blind children^ and a slight increase at the 
Soldiers' Home. 

Seventy-five thousand dollars per annum was added to the 
pension fund of the Confederate veterans, making the amount 
$285,000 a year. 
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NEEDS. 

It is generally understood that more room is necessary for 
the care of our insane ; that some plan should be devised to 
prevent the incarceration of children with adult criminals, 
and that this should comprise a system of caring for only the 
delinquent child in a reform school. An institution for the 
care of the feeble-minded is much needed. It has been recom- 
mended by the Board of Charities many times, and by the 
principals of the schools for the deaf, dumb, and blind. Com- 
pulsory education for the defectives is also urgently requested 
by these gentlemen. There is a, growing sentiment in the 
State for compulsory education, and it will probably become 
a law in the case of the defectives.

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REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN. 



Newbern, N. C, January 8, 1892. 

To His Excellency Thomas M. Holt, 

Governor of the IState of North Carolina, 

Dear Sir — I have the honor herewith to submit for your 
consideration the report of the operations for the year 1891 
of the Board of Public Charities of the State of North Caro- 
lina. 

The ground has been so thoroughly covered by the worthy 
and diligent efforts of our Secretary that little is left for me 
to suggest, except to emphasize some of the more important 
matters brought to light by this report. 

Your special attention is directed to the reports of the three 
State institutions for the insane, particularly that part of these 
reports which shows a large number of applicants for admis- 
sion refused on the ground of " no room," and coupled with 
this, the large number of insane persons confined in the 
county homes and jails. However much good these, bur 
greatest charities, are rendering to the favored few of those 
who are so fortunate as to receive the fostering care provided 
for them by the State, yet the cause of humanity has not been 
subserved while a single worthy object of this class of our 
community languishes in a loathsome jail. The suggestions 
of Dr. Wood, Superintendent of the North Carolina Insane 
Asylum, as to additions to his buildings, and of Dr. Murphy, 
Superintendent State Hospital, referring to Dr. Taylor's dis- 
cussion of this subject before the North Carolina Medical 
Society at its last annual session, I think, are worthy of your 
consideration. 
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Among the irregularities and inhumanities brought to 
light by the disclosures of this report, there is one which 
should bring the blush of shame to the cheek of every 
humanitarian of our good old State. 

I refer to the system of punishments practiced in a few of 
the homes and jails herein recorded. There are, in some 
instances, reports of punishments inflicted (manner not indi- 
cated) which, it is fair to presume, relate to corporal punish- 
ment; but apart from these, there are instances of flogging 
having been inflicted by the keepers of these establishments 
that are criminal in a high degree. 

I commend the Secretary's suggestions as to the old soldiers' 
children in the county homes, and juvenile oSenders confined 
in the State Penitentiary, and I feel assured that the members 
of our next Legislature will consider these matters worthy of 
their earnest attention. 

Referring to the county homes, it will be noticed that a few 
counties (three) report " no home," one commending the sys- 
tem of outdoor relief furnished instead. It is gratifying to 
know that the homes, though in many instances they are not 
what they should be, seem to be ample to accommodate all 
the indigent infirm applying for relief. 

Referring to the work of the visiting boards — barring 
many instances of carelessness in noting movement of popu- 
lation — the work ^seems to have been generally faithfully 
done. These boards have made valuable suggestions for 
improvement where needed, which no doubt will eventually 
supply all necessary requirements for the comfort of this class 
of our fellow-citizens. And so, with reference to the jails, 
while the hand of reform is needed in some, in most are 
apparent evidences of humane management. In this con- 
nection, I commend the remarks of Frank Vaughan, Esq., 
Pasquotank County. 

I crave indulgence for introducing here a matter not 
strictly pertinent to this report. It is in regard to the water- 
supply of the Eastern counties of this State. Without troub- 
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ling you with a discussion of -the matter in all its scientific 
bearings, sufiice it to say that for years and years our rivers 
and other streams, on their way to the ocean, have come 
down to us loaded with the polluted washings of our West- 
ern neighbors, and that this condition of things must go on, 
ever growing worse and worse. Our soil, favored by its level 
surface and want of elevation, readily absorbs contamination 
from whatever source. These contaminations are harmless 
when left to feed the greedy mouths of the luxuriant vege- 
tation of our section, but poisonous to the stomachs of that 
unfortunate part of our population, which uses for drinking 
purposes water from wells which drain this polluted surface. 
Fortunately nature has provided us a remedy, in having 
encased almost all this section, a few feet below the surface, 
with hard shell-rock, from fifteen to one hundred feet in 
thickness, through which no surface-water can percolate, and 
beneath which is an inexhaustible supply of wholesome 
water. This rock can be bored at a cost of thirty to fifty 
dollars per well, with necessary tubing to cut ofiF all surface 
draining* Many of these wells have been bored in this 
neighborhood (one in the bed of Neuse river), and they all, 
so far as I can learn, are satisfactory. Compared with cis- 
terns, the water is sufficiently pure for all sanitary purposes. 
It is inexhaustible, and the well, once properly made, requires 
little or no care. A cistern, on the other hand, to keep in 
order, requires unremitting intelligent care, and, when not 
properly kept, is a delusion anxi a snare. 

One of these wells bored at every home and jail in the 
East, apart from the comfort they would add to these insti- 
tutions and the protection they would afibrd in case of fire, 
would, in my opinion, prove to be an investment of the sev- 
eral counties, in the saving of the cost of maintenance, etc., 
paying not less than one thousand dollars per annum. 

To all persons in any way connected with the workings of 
this Board, and particularly to the visiting members of the 
several counties, I hereby oSer my congratulations and 
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thanks for the services they have cheerfully rendered, with- 
out the hope of fee or reward, and trusting that the eflforts 
of the Board may continue to bear fruit even a hundred-fold,

Gentlemen— In accordance with your instructions, I have 
the honor to present the following report of the operations of 
this department of the public service since its reorganization 
at the meeting of June 7-9 ult. 

You were informed by the report presented at your meet- 
ing when last convened (on August 26) of the steps taken to 
arrange the office for regular and systematic work, and the 
beginning of an effort,, by circular letters and other means, 
to interest citizens of public spirit, personal influence and 
benevolent disposition, to voluntarily accept unpaid positions 
for the public welfare, whereby they agreed to visit the chari- 
table and penal institutions throughout the State, represent- 
ing, as visitors, the State Board of Public Charities. 

With your approval at said meeting, the three gentlemen 
selected in each county were further requested to organize as 
a Local Board of Charities for said county, with a chairman 
for each, to whom, from time to time, the necessary blank 
forixis might be sent to obtain the information desired in 
regard to the poor, the insane, convict, and orphan. This 
was regarded as the first and indispensable need — the attain- 
ment of accurate information before the proposal of reforms. 
This information had never been secured, with reliability 
and upon any broad scale, in the whole history of the State; 
and to secure uniformity and perfection in this must be the 
work of time. The ninety-six counties will require 288 vis- 
itors to render all the Boards complete. Some 220 have con- 
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sented to serve, and correspondence is going on to secure the 
remaining sixty-eight members. 

The list of citizens agreeing to perform these delicate and 
responsible duties embraces, as will be noted upon examina- 
tion, very many of the foremost men of the State — members 
of the General Assembly, ex-representatives in the Federal 
Congress, eminent lawyers, physicians, editors, teachers, lead- 
ing farmers, bankers, railroad officers, merchants, and minis- 
ters of the various churches. These gentlemen leave large 
private interests to serve the cause of humanity after the 
example set before the whole State by the members of the 
General Board. A list of their names and addresses accom- 
panies this report, and the thanks of the State for their gen- 
erous and patriotic conduct will no doubt be accorded to them 
by your own body and by the legislative and executive 
authorities of North Carolina. 

The proper blanks were printed and duly sent out to the 
counties, beginning, under your direction, on September 1, 
1891, and continuing throughout the fall months, as organ- 
ization could be effected, and notice given thereof, in the 
several counties. This has been done for ninety-one counties. 
Many and repeated efforts have been made, through private 
correspondence and also by addressing the county officials, to 
obtain representatives in Currituck, Dare, Gaston, Madison 
and Wilkes, but as yet without result. It will, however, be 
actively pushed until those counties are also duly reported. 
The representatives in the counties of Washington, Bladen 
and Robeson have recently notified me of circumstances pre- 
venting their serving in such capacity, but have kindly made 
recommendations of other citizens, and it is believed that 
there will be little difficulty in obtaining their reports here- 
after. 

Herewith is presented a statement, condensed as much as 
possible from the replies forwarded by the Boards of counties 
up to date. It is greatly to be regretted that all have not 
been secured, an urgent call having been sent out at the 
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date when such reports were due (December 1 ult.). They 
continue, however, to arrive, and this office has been informed 
by letter of circumstances temporarily delaying reports which 
will soon be in hand. 

It is confidently believed that, with the experience of the 
present season, in the course of the coming year a clear 
account of the condition of the penal and charitable institu- 
tions of each countty — also of the State institutions and of 
the several private benevolent institutions throughout the 
State — can be secured in time for presentation to his Excel- 
lency the Governor for transmission to the next General 
Assembly. 

The magnitude of the undertaking of the supervision of 
this great work grows upon one as its details are examined. 
The voluminous abstracts, which have occupied much time 
to prepare, contain accounts of many mistakes, abusis and, 
even outrages, which it will devolve upon this Board, 
patiently and with a moderate and careful hand, to restrain 
and rectify. 

There is also much of encouragement to every lover of 
humanity in the good work that has been done throughout 
the commonwealth during the past year. Not a few reports 
exhibit evidence of the hand of reform already. New "homes" 
are being built, old ones repaired, unfaithful officials dis- 
missed, inquiry set on foot in regard to others, and a spirit 
of awakening justice to the afflicted and helpless everywhere 
manifested. But there is a great field of investigation, and 
your efforts are invoked by our best-informed citizens in cases 
where local applications and complaints have been unavail- 
ing, x 

Without desiring to add unduly to the necessarily great 
length of this report, I beg to call your attention to two ques- 
tions of importance. One of these is the disposition of vet- 
eran Confederate soldiers now in county "homes," of which 
a list, with name, company, regiment and county, is herewith 
submittted. The other question pertains to the proper sup- 
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port, education and management of eighty-one children 
reported to be now living in the poor-houses or homes of the 
several counties (fifty-six only reported), not a few of whom 
were actually born there. 

It is respectfully suggested, in the case of the veterans, that 
in reference to those who may be willing to leave the vicinity 
of their homes for the honorable and admirable care of the 
Soldiers' Home, when its capacity allows their admission, that 
the counties of their residence would doubtless be willing to 
allow the same per capita cost for their support now paid in 
the county home. This suggestion is made in view of the 
scanty means of support now available at the Soldiers' Home 
for the number under its care. No doubt this whole subject 
will receive broader treatment by the next General Assembly, 
especially in view of the addition of thirty millions of dollars 
to our taxable property by the last assessment. 

In reference to the disposition of children in ihe county 
homes, something of interest may be found in the valuable 
report of the " Children's Home" of Buncombe County, made 
in behalf of the committee by that patriotic citizen, Capt. 
T. W. Patton, of Asheville, which will be found in this report. 

In reference to the prevalence of crime among juvenile 
oflFenders, inquiry was especially made of the authorities of 
the North Carolina State Penitentiary, and in reply they 
refer to the last report of that institution, by which we learn 
that 362 persons were committed to that institution of the 
age of twenty years and under, of whom fifty -six were under 
fifteen years. 

The day must soon come when it will be needful to provide 
a reformatory for youthful offenders, and the subject will 
repay investigation for the benefit of the people. 

The great charities of the State — the hospitals for the 
insane, the penitentiary, the Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb and the Blind (white and colored), the Soldiers' Home 
and the Orphan Asylum — have all been inspected by the 
Board, or its representatives, since June 7 last, except the 
hospital at Morganton and the Oxford Orphan Asylum. 
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The inspection of these also will no doubt be provided for. 
The local Boards in the counties in which these institutions 
are located were duly provided with copies of the inquiries, 
which were written, on account of their varied character, to 
save expenditureiin printing. The very efficient Local Board 
of Wake has made reports of its examinations of the insti- 
tutions in Raleigh, in addition to the inspections made by 
the members of the State Board of Public Charities. 

Courteous acknowledgments are due to the superintend- 
ents of the several State institutions, who have placed every 
facility at the command of this Board, and for their prompt 
and painstaking compliance with the request of the Board 
for the information necessary to a full comprehension of the 
capacity and operations of the several institutions to perform 
their allotted service to the people. 

The Board is to be congratulated upon the accession to its 
membership of Prof. William A. Blair, of Forsyth, appointed 
by his Excellency the Governor during the recess of the 
Board, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of 
William A. Bobbitt, of Granville. 

Monthly reports of the operations of this office have been 
rendered regularly to the Chairman of the Board, Dr. Charles 
Duffy, Jr. The entire cost of material and labor (as per bills 
rendered to^ date) of the Public Printer, for circulars, postal 
cards, blank forms, letter-heads, etc , amounts to $40.50, duly 
approved, audited and paid by the Public Treasurer. No 
other expense whatever has been incurred since the last meet- 
ing, except for the clerical work of the office, of which a 
diary has been kept, as per resolution of the Board. 

I avail myself, in conclusion, of the opportunity to express 
my grateful thanks for the continued aid and valuable assist- 
ance of the members of the Board in meeting the difficulties 
incident to the organization of this work, and to the State 
press for its generous consideration and kindly interest in 
behalf of the charities of the State.

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NORTH CAROLINA INSANE ASYLUM, 

Raleigh, N. C, Dr. William R. Wood, Superintendent. 
Inspected June 6, 1891, by Commissioners of Charities, L. J. 
Houghton, Esq., and Dr. J. T. Reid, and C. B. Densou, Sec- 
retary. Found to be in satisfactory order. 

The additions and changes in the buildings and appoint- 
ments, since last report, are as follows: 

Four stairways are now being constructed of brick and 
iron, two in front of each wing of main building, to provide 
better and increased means of escape in the event of fire; also 
for general use. 

The roofs of main building and south wing are now being 
repaired by the carpenters and tinners, and will be painted. 
The kitchen and wash-house have been partly painted, also tho 
inside of male and female departments, where most needed. 
The third floor of centre building 'is being repainted for the 
first time. 

The cost of fire-proof stairways and otJier improvements 
and repairs already ordered to kitchen, wash-house, and cor- 
nicing of main building and wings, will probably exceed 
the $15,000 appropriated by the last Legislature for said pur- 
poses, by some one or two thousand dollars. 

There are now 137 males and 140 females in the Institu- 
tion ; total, 277. The present accommodations are for 204. 
There are 127 patients in separate rooms; and 146 two in a 
room, though the rooms are of the same size ; and four in the 
only associated dormitory proper in the building; total, 277.. 
No change has been made in the main water supply. A 
force-pump has been placed in the large well at the boiler- 
house, by which water is forced through a galvanized iron 
pipe passing through the kitchen, where it supplies water for 
cooking purposes; thence onward to two tanks (200 gallons 
each), made of same material, in the attic of main building, 
from which same kind of pipes convey water to each floor of 
patients' apartments, for drinking purposes. The water was 
2 
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analyzed, and pronounced to be good drinking water by the 
State chemist. 

No epidemic since last report to the Board. 

The following is a table of the movement of population for 
the fourteen months ending with November 30, 1891. The 
last report to your board could only be made for ten months, 
to be ready in time wanted:

The types of mental disease most prevalent are mania, and 
its subdivisions, melancholia and dementia. 

There are ten males and fourteen females, total twenty- 
four, at home on probation. We like the system so well, 
that we probate nearly all our patients before final discharge. 

We have fourteen male, and fourteen female attendants. 

The land now in cultivation consists of fifteen acres of 
highly improved garden land, fifty-five acres of thoroughly 
cultivated land (farm), and thirty acres sown down in grasses 
and clover. These lands are at present in a splendid state 
of cultivation, the products of which are utilized in the most 
practicable manner, to furnish the Institution with an abun- 
dant supply of garden vegetables, and the stock with forage 
and refuse pickings; thus far enabling us to feed thirty-four 
head of stock the greater part of the year, without incurring 
any farther expense for corn or hay. 

The estimated value of the products of the farm and gar- 
den amounts, in round numbers, to $9,402, including pro- 
duct of dairy. 
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The ornamental grounds throughout the grove and imme- 
diately around the institution are well kept and in a fair 
state of preservation, but susceptible of vast improvement by 
well directed efforts, and the funds necessary to its successful 
accomplishment. 

The manner of purchasing supplies was changed by the 
Board at its session in March last, and taken out of the hands 
of the Chairman of the Executive Committee and placed in 
charge of the steward, under the direction of the Superin- 
tendent, subject to the inspection and revision of the Execu- 
tive Board at their monthly meeting. 

We have not had any suicide or homicide since last report. 
Mrs. Anne Goodloe, while matron, received a very painful 
injury to her hand and arm by allowing them to pass between 
two rubber rollers on a washing-machine, used for pressing out 
the water, resulting in probable permanent partial contraction 
of one or more fingers. Georgiana Vanlandiogham, Sallie 
Mills and Jane Wiggins, washerwomen, have received like 
injuries, although not so severe. 

Enclosed herewith is a copy of the last annual report of 
this Institution, which is respectfully submitted. No changes 
in the by-laws since last report. The records show fifty-one 
patients refused admission, for want of room, since Septem- 
ber, 1889. Would respectfully call your attention to my 
reports to your Board for the years 1889 and 1890, for sug- 
gestions relative to the Institution. The importance of con- 
tinuing the repairs and improvements now being doni, until 
everything pertaining to the Institution be in such condition 
as to correspond favorably with the first-class State asylums, 
cannot be over-estimated. I would call your attention spe- 
cially to the wants in the wash-house, and suggest the reor- 
ganization of the same, with additional washing-machines, 
proper drying-rooms, improved mangles, one or more eleva- 
tors for lifting clothing, suitable carts for transferring cloth- 
ing, and different arrangements for heating sadirons. Any- 
one familiar with the wants of an Institution of this kind, 
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would not fail to recognize the very great advantage of an 
infirmary or hospital in the rear of each wing, for the accom- 
modation of fifty patients each, with all the modern con ven- 
iences and appliances ; with such accommodations patients, 
officers and employees could receive proper care and atten- 
tion while afflicted with acute physical disease, which would 
be impracticable under the present arrangement. 

That there have been so few patients refused for want of 
room, should not be received as an argument against the 
urgent necessity for additional accommodations for the 
insane. There are many helpless insane at home, in the 
county " homes" and jails, that should be cared for by the 
State, therefore the necessity for the two additional build- 
ings, to accommodate 150 patients each, after the plan of 
cottages, erected near the main building, in which certain 
classes of patients, especially convalescents, could be accom- 
modated. 

Patients accommodated in these buildings would be 
relieved of many of the restraints and unpleasant surround- 
ings that, of necessity, prevail in the ordinary wards or 
buildings for the insane; also a large per cent, would be 
cured and many advantages be obtained. 

A tramway or railroad from each side of the boiler-house 
and close to the air-duct, passing under the kitchen, centre 
l^uilding, and through the basement of each wing, to the 
present location of elevators for wards, would be a great con- 
veniei^ce for carrying clothing, food and other articles. The 
full importance of this means of transportation is manifested 
when a change in the character of help is contemplated, 
which must occur in the near future. 

Enclosed I herewith respectfully submit a copy of the pay- 
roll for the month of November, 1891, less the usual supple- 
mental pay-roll of the employees leaving the Institution who 
were paid during the month.

DIET REGULATIONS. 

Fall Diet. — Breakfast: Coffee; bread; meat, one kind; but- 
ter, good; eggs, occasionally; fish, salt or fresh, occasionally; 
hominy three times per week. Dinner: Meat, one kind; 
vegetables, two kinds; bread; soup three times per week; 
dried fruit twice per week; dessert, occasionally; dessert for 
house, Sundays. Supper: Coffee or tea; molasses or butter; 
bread; ginger-cakes Thursdays. 

. Middle Diet. — Breakfast : Coffee or tea ; butter, good ; bread ; 
broiled or hashed chicken; batter- cakes; muflins; eggs. 
Dinner : Broiled ham or chicken ; bread ; rice ; milk ; soup \ 
rice-custard; chocolate. Supper: Coffee; milk or tea; bread- 
toast; batter-cakes; muffins or crackers; butter, good. 

Low Diet. — Breakfast: Tea or milk; crackers or dry toast; 
half-cooked eggs, or egg-tea. Dinner: Boiled milk and rice; 
crackers; beef-tea; sago; egg- custard; jelly. Supper: Tea or 
milk; crackers. 
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Extra Diet — Easily digested, stimulating or nourishing 
articles of food : Beef; mutton; young fowls; fresh butter; 
eggs; milk; jelly; wine; whey; milk-toast. Such as may be 
directed in each case. 

IMPROVEMENTS AND REPAIRS. 

The roof and cornicing of main building and wings are 
now being i*epaired as rapidly as the condition of the weather 
and the season will admit, and the whole roof is being 
repainted with the best known quality of fire-proof paint ; 
also the boiler, kitchen and wash-houses have been pretty- 
thoroughly overhauled and repainted, and the furnaces 
changed from wood to coal-burning. A new and large 
cooking-range, with steamers for cooking vegetables, have 
recently been furnished that department; also a fine new and 
well-connected set of coffee and tea-urns has been added to 
its cooking facilities.

[abstract of REPLIES TO QUESTIONS FORWARDED BY THE 
BOARD OF PUBLIC CHARITIES.] 

No changes as yet completed since last report; an associ- 
ate dining-room is under construction, and will probably be 
completed by next year (1892). The cost of additions and 
changes now going on is estimated at $12,000; increases 
the accommodation for female patients sixty beds; gives bet- 
ter dining-room service to female patients. The building 
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was designed to accommodate 450 patients; table of move- 
ment of population annexed; 202 are lodged separately; 
remainder in associated dormitories. The accompanying 
report (last printed) details contemplated improvements in 
water supply; those therein stated are now completed. No 
epidemic. The majority of patients are in dementia. The 
pressure for room is so great, we only take recent cases; 
mostly acute mania and acute melancholia. On probation 
at home, fifteen males, ten females; total twenty-five. The 
system is still satisfactory; twenty attendants of each sex 
are employed. Institution has 150 acres; estimated value 
of products, $7,500. The condition of ornamental grounds is 
good, and being improved. No change in diet or mode of 
purchasing food. Have had one suicide by suspension. No 
other accident to patients or employees. A copy of the last 
annual report accompanies this paper. No changes made in 
by-laws. A complete change will be proposed at the next 
meeting of the Board of Directors, and if adopted, will for- 
ward a copy. Have refused, of applicants for admission, 
males, 14; females, 40; of these, males, 10, and females, 13, 
were probably not fit subjects for an institution for the 
insane. Have many suggestions to make for the advantage 
of the Institution. The monthly pay-roll is on file in the 
Treasurer's office, in Raleigh. Account of monthly expendi- 
tures is annexed to this paper. No costly repairs have been 
made during the year. The whole property has been kept 
up; macadamized road has been finished; farm-house built; 
reservoir and hydrant line, under construction at time of last 
report, completed; lands cleared, and ditched, and fenced; 
new associated dining-room for females under construction. 
See tables referred to, on next page; also printed copy of 
ordinances (to control the conduct of persons upon the grounds 
of State Hospital, Morganton), adopted by the Board of 
Directors of the State Hospital, in accordance with an Act of 
the General Assembly of North Carolina, ratified January 
24,1891; ordinances published March 20, 1891, filed with 
report.

Enclosed are answers to your questions, given as full as 
circumstances will allow. They are not as full, it seems 
to me, as would be desirable, yet all questions are answered. 
I propose to change the by-laws, which have been in 
existence in this State since Dr. Fisher's day, and have 
become antiquated. The changes will not be radical 
here; that is to say, the rules have been in force, but unwrit- 
ten. I have no doubt the Board of Directors will adopt 
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them. The report of value of farm and garden products 
does not count the cost of production, but as these crops were 
made largely by patients* labor, the cost was not great. 

The last Legislature changed the name of the Institution 
to the "State Hospital," and permitted, to a limited extent, 
the admission of alcoholic and other narcotic inebriates. 
The same authority was given to the Board of Directors to 
pass ordinances and enforce them, that cities and towns have, 
under the general statute (see chapter 15, Laws of 1891). 
These changes in the law have been of great benefit to the 
Hospital. Our patients and the public take kindly to the 
.change of name, and I find, as I anticipated, that some were 
willing to come to the " State Hospital," who were unwil- 
ling to be sent to the "State Asylum." The ordinances 
passed by the Board have been of great service, as this Hos- 
pital is situated outside of the corporate limits of Morganton, 
and near a rather lawless set of inhabitants. The inebriate 
department is sub judice as yet, but I hope good has been 
accomplished; certainly we are enabled by it to keep oat of 
the insane department inebriates who heretofore were com- 
mitted as insane, thus taking the room of needy insane people. 

I would like to write more on the subject of the past his- 
tory, pres?nt condition and future hopes of the Hospital, but 
time does not permit, and the questions were not asked. I 
shoiild especiallj'^ have liked to say something concerning 
the demand for room by the insane, and my plans to provide 
it, and yet not oppress the taxpayers. The subject was 
exhaustively treated by Dr. Taylor, one of my assistants, in 
a paper read before the North Carolina State Medical Society 
at its last meeting, a copy of which can be had later if 
desired. It was published in the transactions of the Society.

I would suggest that a representative of your Board visit 
the Hospital, and gain such other information as is desira- 
ble. No report will be published this year. 
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I beg to assure you and your Board that I am in hearty 
sympathy with you in your work, and that you can com- 
mand me to the extent of my ability. I am sure, with proper 
management, you can accomplish much good, and institute 
many improvements and reforfns in the Public Charities of 
the State, especially in the line of better alms-houses and 
jails.

REPORT OF THE EASTERN HOSPITAL, 

Gold^boro, N. C, I. T. Miller, M. D., Superintendent. 
Inspected by the Secretary June 30, 1891, and found in satis- 
factory condition. 

Since last report, no changes, additions or improvements 
have been made in this Institution. On December 1, 1891, 
there were 114 males, 158 females; total, 272; designed for 
240. In separate rooms 177 are lodged, eighty-two in asso- 
ciated dormitories and thirteen are on probation at home. 
Now digging an artesian well, and hope for abundant water 
for all our purposes. Have had no epidemic. Table No. 1, 
herewith filed, contains movement of population. Mania 
and melancholia are most prevalent types of disease. There 
are nine patients at home on trial; four escaped; nine male 
and twelve female attendants now employed. Have 171 
acres of land; eighty-five in cultivation. 

The plan of returning patients to their homes on trial is a 
good one, if not abused. In consequence of the adoption of 
this plan, to a large extent, a Superintendent may make a 
misleading statement of his per capita cost of maintenance. 
There may be 300 on Hospital rolls, and thirty of this num- 
ber may be out on trial at their homes; or yet this large 
number of absentees, like Tom Reed's arithmetic, are present 
when the time to enumerate comes. A rule, I respectfully 
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suggest, should be adopted to count the average number pres- 
ent, in calculating the per capita cost of patients in any given 
Hospital. 

The advantages of probationary discharges are: Hospitals 
are relieved somewhat of their overcrowded condition; 
Superintendents are enabled to receive a few of the worst 
class of patients. Again, patients can be returned to the Hos- 
pital, should relapses occur, without the charge to counties 
of a re-examination. 

In answering the question, "What is the estimated value 
of the field crops and vegetables raised?" I will say that we 
never keep an account of amount raised of such vegetables 
as greens, garden or cornfield peas, cabbages, beans, onions, 
melons, squash, roasting-ears, etc., but in a general way will 
say that we raise generally all we use, and something more 
than we can consume, of the above-named vegetables. 

Our farmer does not guess at, but has carefully measured 
the following field crops for the year (1891): Corn, 650 bush- 
els; corn-field peas, gathered 150 bushels; sweet potatoes, 
800 bushels; rye, 25 bushels; syrup from cane, 712 gallons; 
cane-seed, 150 bushels; oats, 4,000 pounds; corn-fodder, 
12,000 pounds; clover and crab-grass hay, 4,000; pork, 2,840 
pounds killed, and 800 to 900 more to kill. Turnip crop not 
measured, but estimated at 800 to 900 bushels. These crops 
were raised by patients, with the aid of two hired men. We 
need more land, and are now^ negotiating for the purchase of 
fifty acres near Hospital. 

Our ornamental grounds are not in very good condition, 
as we have no regular gardener. No change in diet or mode 
of purchasing supplies. No suicide or homicide. One 
attempted suicide in bath-room. Report last issued filed 
with this paper. No changes in by-laws. Thirty-one appli- 
cations have been refused for want of room. 

In answer to the question, " Have you any suggestion to 
make for the advantage of the Institution?" I would say that 
we very much need a laundry, with the usual attachments 
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of machinery, but above all, and more than all, we most 
urgently need more room for the accommodation of a large 
number of the colored insane, lying in jails, poor-houses and 
hovels throughout the State. 

Thirty-one applications have been refused the past twelve 
months, and many more would have been denied for want 
of room had I not notified parties sending for blanks not to 
apply unless in acute or dangerous cases. For nearly the 
entire year I have been able to receive but few new patients ; 
only when one is discharged or dies, or when I could 
exchange a quiet patient for a bad one. Have kept eight to 
ten out on trial, mainly to enable me to receive some bad 
cases, and am placing a few in corridors to sleep, and a few 
quiet male patients in buildings built for employees of the 
Hospital. 

I hope the gentlemen of the Board will emphasize our 
great necessities in their report.

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IMPEOVEMENTS AND REPAIRS FOR THE FISCAL YEAR END- 
ING NOVEMBER 30, 1891. 

One large hot- water drum. One large iron drum, as a recep- 
tacle for condensed water from heater to be conveyed to boiler. 
Iron rims of all hoppers mounted with hard wood, for the 
comfort of patients. Male court-yard-built, and large shelter 
in female court-yard to protect patients from sun in summer 
weather, the trees in this yard being too small for much shade. 
Another boiler (eighty horse-power) has been purchased, with 
stock, and is now in use. A shed, covered with tin, built 
to boiler-house, to accommodate air-pump, the new eighty- 
horse boiler filling all vacant space in our boiler-house. 
Additions built to dwelling of baker and of one cook. One 
new single-story farm-house, with shed, built for farm hands, 
16x32 fe^t, with stack chimney. Chimney to engineer's 
dwelling. Pumps on river, used for water supply, have been 
repaired, and two forty-horse boilers relined. The kalsomin- 
ing on all walls of halls and rooms of centre building rubbed 
off, and the same have been painted; also the woodwork of 
centre building. A large number of framed pictures have 
been placed on the walls of second and third wards, male 
and female; most of them the gift of Mr. John L. Pearson, 
No. 50 Nassau street. New York. We have contracted for a 
deep well, with the hope of getting water suflBcient for all 
purposes needful for the Institution. A depth of 305 feet has 
been reached, and we have arranged for a deep-well pump 
to test the resources of the well, not knowing whether or not 
we have water now sufficient. 

N. B. — The financial exhibit made by our steward, and 
accompanying this report, is worthy of your consideration. 
A per capita cost of $123 for all purposes (including improve- 
ments and repairs); a fraction over thirty-nine per cent, of 
cures on number admitted during the year, and a fraction 
over five per cent, of mortality will compare most favorably, 
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REPORT OF INSPECTION OF THE STATE PENITENTIARY BY 
LOCAL BOARD OF VISITORS FOR WAKE, REPRESENTING THE 
STATE BOARD OF PUBLIC CHARITIES. 

We find the Penitentiary in good condition in its buildings 
and offices, in every department, and it is being managed 
with wisdom and prudence. In view of the enormous and 
increasing burden, and the almost unending difficulty of mak- 
ing it as nearly self-sustaining as possible, we are impressed 
with the importance of having one or more manufacturing 
enterprises, or some system of labor here, which the officers 
are considering carefully, so that convict labor may be used 
to the best possible advantage to the State, and may in the 
least conflict with individual private interests.

REPORT OF THE WHITE DEPARTMENT OF THE 
NORTH CAROLINA INSTITUTION FOR THE DEAF 
AND DUMB AND THE BLIND, 

Raleigh, N. C, W. J. Young, Principal. Visited June 9, 1891, 
by Commissioners Charles DuSy, Jr., M. D., L. J. Haughton, 
W. N. Jones, and the Secretary. 

No additions to the buildings have been made since last 
report; can accommodate about eighty of each sex. Of the 
applications on file, there are of whites, 25 deaf, 12 blind; 
total 37. Of colored, 9 deaf, 5 blind, total 14, being a total 
of 51. Receipts of current year, $40,000, as appropriation, 
and expenditures the same amount. Average daily number 
of pupils, 150; average per capita cost, $190 per annum. 

Tables of congenital mutes and blind, of age when infirm- 
ity attacked others, and age when admitted, filed in full 
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detail, with this report. Deaths, two, females — one from 
pneumonia, one from heart disease. No serious accident or 
epidemic. No change in literary course. 

For blind department, broom and mattress-making are 
taught. We endeavor to teach every blind boy these trades, 
and for blind girls, sewing, knitting, crocheting and fancy 
v«rork. For deaf boys, shoemaking — nine employed ; for deaf 
girls, sewing and fancy work — fitty-three employed. Cost 
of material for broom and mattress-ehop, $651.14; salary of 
foreman reported in full ; pay-roll of employees filed with this ; 
value of work done, $721.75; cost of material for shoe-shop, 
$381.76 ; cash received from shoe-shop, $117.55. Most of the 
work in shoe-shop is for pupils, which, if paid for, would 
make the shop about self-supporting. No material change 
in points of domestic management. 

We need machines and appliances in shoe-shop and broom- 
shop. We need better furniture in all the school-rooms. We 
advise the introduction of printing, book -binding, tailoring, 
practical tanning, and an art department for the deaf. The 
grounds are in fine condition — few small shrubs, but a fine 
lot of maples. For the amusement and recreation of the 
pupils, for the blind department, there are grounds for daily 
exercise in walking, swings and rocking-boats, and ten -pin 
alley; daily exercise in calisthenics. For the deaf and dumb 
department, for the boys, there are base-ball, foot-bali and 
grounds for outdoor sports in various games. For the deaf 
girls — walking, swings, boats and ten-pins. We have daily 
religious services'at the opening and closing of school in the 
respective chapels for the deaf and the blind. We have reli- 
gious exercises every Sunday, and Sunday-school for the 
deaf; and the blind attend church and Sunday-school in the 
city. They also have religious service in afternoon in the 
Institution. We have little necessity for punishment; in 
extreme cases resort to corporal punishment administered by 
Principal. We will be able to accommodate 150 in our 
present buildings, of the blind, after the removal of the deaf- 
3 
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mutes to Morganton. We have the names of 731 blind per- 
sons, under the age of twenty-two years, in the State; we 
feel safe in saying that there are many whom we have not 
found. Also we have the names and addresses of 600 mutes, 
under the age of twenty-two, in the State. The Institution 
is badly in need of general repairs throughout the buildings. 
Our furniture is old and worn. We need an additional 
teacher to teach art, and an additional teacher of articula- 
tion. During the past year several new floors have been 
laid, and some painting and some general repairs effected. 
Monthly pay-roll filed with this report. 



NORTH CAROLINA INSTITUTION FOR THE DEAF 
AND DUMB AND THE BLIND— COLORED DE- 
PARTMENT, 

W. J. Young, Principal ; W. F. Debnam, Superintendent in 
charge of colored pupils. 

No addition or changes in buildings since last report; forty 
pupils of each sex can be comfortably accommodated now; 
average daily number during present year, fifty-nine. Of 
the deaf-mutes, the assigned causes of misfortune are: Con- 
genital, 60 per cent.; pneumonia, 2; rising in head, 8; 
meningitis, 8; scarlet fever, 12; brain fever, 12; fall, 4. Of 
the blind, cause was: Scrofula, 43; congenital, 25; dropsy, 3; 
smallpox, 3; pneumonia, 6; meningitis, 9; ages of occur- 
rence ranged from 1 year to 5 years; admited from 8 to 10 
years. Have had during the year an epidemic of itch in a 
mild form ; no deaths. No change in literary course. Of 
the classes at present, there are 22 deaf mute boys and 15 
girls; 14 blind boys and 11 blind girls. Learning shoe-mak- 
ing, 3; broom and mattress-making, and cane-seating, 9; 
bead work, 10; sewing, 7. No changes in general domestic 
arrangements and management. No requests at present for 
-any machinery or appliances. Basket, foot-mat making and 
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cushion- making should be taught the blind. The orna- 
mental grounds are in fair condition. No special provision 
made for the amusement and recreation of pupils. There is 
a Sunday-school at the Institution, and religious services at 
tjie city churches. Punishment by dark closets and light 
corporal punishment. Roll of oflScers and employees filed 
herewith. Have no suggestions to ofler for the improve-* 
ment of the Institution. Monthly pay-roll filed with this 
report. 



Note. — The colored department of the Deaf and Dumb and 
the Blind Institution was inspected June 7 by the Chair- 
man, Dr. Charles Duffy, Jr.; L. J. Haughton, Commissioner, 
and the Secretary, examining thoroughly every portion of 
the same, and, with the exception of the boys^ study-room 
and bath-room, it was found in good condition, except as to 
the ventilation of the water-closets. • 



NORTH CAROLINA SOLDIERS^ HOME, 

Col. A. B. Andrews, President; W. C. Stronach, Chairman of 
the Executive Committee, Raleigh, N. C. 

The Soldiers' Home is situated in Raleigh, on New Berne 
avenue, about one mile from the Capitol. Has three houses, 
built of undressed lumber, containing twenty-two irregular 
sized rooms, covering floor space of 110 x 110. One building 
has fourteen rooms, the other two, four each. The ventila- 
tion is perfect, from above, below and on all sides. No fire 
protection. Water-supply by well with wind-mill. Heated 
by stoves and fireplaces. Fifty can be accommodated. 
Thirty-four now in Home; eighteen helpless. Food as may 
be desired, of fresh meat, vegetables, bread, coffee or tea. 
Average cost per capita, $2.75 weekly. Miss M. S. Williams 
is matron, at a salary of $20 per month. Medical attendance

by the charity of resident physicians. Regular religioixs 
services. Opened September 1, 1890, with 5 inmates; no'w 
34; deaths, 3, from combined eflfects of disease and old ag-e. 
There is a system of furloughs. Home supported by an 
appropriation of $3,000 annually by the State, and the char- 
ity of the public. Five applications on file for admission. 
About five acres of land belong to the Home; partly culti- 
vated as a garden — balance rented to the county. 

Remarks. — In reply to your inquiry as to the history of 
" The Home," would say that the question of such an estab- 
lishment has been talked about for the past fifteen years, and 
several atempts made at various times to realize it, but not 
until 1889 was any organized eflbrt made to do so. In Octo- 
ber of that year, the "Confederate Veteran Association" 
adopted a resolution that a home for helpless disabled veter- 
ans was a necessity, and instructed the Secretary to open a 
book for subscriptions. By August 29, of the following 
year, they had secured, in money and good notes, about three 
thousand dollars. The Executive Committee then instructed 
the Secretary to rent a suitable building and advertise that 
such a home was open. The property at the corner of Polk 
and East streets was rented at a cost of $12.50 per month, 
and was soon full to overflowing. The Legislature, by act 
passed February 16,1891, appropriated $3,000 per annum, 
and gave what is known as the Camp Russell property. It 
consisted of about five acres of land, and a lot of tumbledown 
old buildings built of undressed pine boards. These were 
reconstructed in the best manner possible, and they make a 
very comfortable summer residence, but for a winter home, 
it lacks a great deal. You ask what I would suggest. I 
think, at its next session, the Legislature should give, say 
$10,000 to erect suitable buildings, and make an annual 
appropriation of not less than $6,000.

OXFORD ORPHAN ASYLUM, 

Oxford, N. C, Rev. W. S. Black, D. D., Superintendent. 

Can only report from January 1, 1891, to December 1, 1891, 
the time I have been in charge of this Institution. We have 
taken down main tower on old building and put a large and 
handsome dome in its place; repaired the tin roof and 
repainted the entire roof of same building; put in 100 panes 
of glass, and repaired fifty-six blinds; covered with shingles 
the passage-way from main building to dining-room; repaired 
broken walls in every room in the building; have put seven 
bath-tubs, with hot and cold water, in three of the buildings; 
repaired and painted tin roof of Superintendent's cottage; 
walled one well at Superintendent's building; repaired walls 
and re-covered industrial building; repaired and painted 
porches at boys' building; have put in one large range and 
thirteen. new stoves; built large wood-house at the boys' 
building; have built large three-story barn, with five stalls, 
feed-room and harness-room; bought one two-horse wagon, 
double and single set wagon harness, and a set of buggy 
harness; one horse and machinery for a laundry. We need 
a ten-horse power engine, and fifteen-horse power boiler, and 
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an addition to the industrial building, in which to run the 
laundry. The cost of improvements is about $2,225. Have 
received from the State, $10,000, and from the Grand Lodge 
of Masons, $2,000 ; small donations occasionally from subor- 
dinate lodges ; a small revenue from the printing oflBce, and 
from charitable persons, and the Methodist church. The 
amount received from charitable persons and churches is 
decreasing every year. The amount given by the State and 
Grand Lodge will have to be increased, or the number of 
orphans and expenses greatly reduced. The Institution 
accommodates 165 comfortably. Average attendance, 190; 
now there are 110 girls and 103 boys; admitted, 93; dis- 
charged, 86; died, 6; one of these in vacation. No regular 
physician attached to the Institution, but one dollar is paid 
for every visit made to each child. All comfortably clad at 
present. Fifteen discharged during the past year were pre- 
pared for self-support. None have become public charges on 
the counties, according to our information. The health of 
the Institution is very good. We have had no epidemic and 
no sudden death. We have various methods for discipline 
by teachers and Superintendent. No record is kept of it. 
Corporal punishment is the last resort, and but little used. 
Have no information of the lapse of girls into evil after leav- 
ing the Institution. We have introduced the kinder-garden 
and physical culture methods. The Superintendent, four 
teachers, one matron and one farmer have been changed 
since last report. Average monthly expenditure is $1,600. 
The salaries are as follows, monthly: Superintendent, $100; 
foreman of printing oflBce, $50 ; clerk, bookkeeper and assist- 
ant editor, $35; seven teachers at $25 each; one teacher and 
five matrons at $15 each; one farmer, $40, and four farm 
hands at $12.

CHILDREN'S HOME OF BUNCOMBE COUNTY. 

The committee of the county have carefully inspected the 
Children's Home (which was established under authority of 
act of last Legislature, chapter 337, page 364), and take 
pleasure in inviting your attention to the provisions of said 
act, hoping to obtain your influence for its adoption in other 
counties. The results obtained at this place have been 
extremely gratifying. Sixty-one children have been taken 
from circumstances calculated to cause them inevitably to 
add to the criminal classes, and have been comfortably 
housed, clothed, fed, nursed and sent to school, and all at a 
total cost to the county per capita of $2.75. Of these, twenty- 
six have been placed in comfortable and respectable homes. 
The present number of inmates is thirty-five, who are under 
the care of one matron and one assistant. Their clothing is 
warm and comfortable; food abundant, but simple and 
wholesome. They have incurred no expense for medical 
attendance, and but little for medicine. Those who are old 
enough regularly attend school. Each Sunday instruction 
is given by kind ladies on religious subjects. In short, we 
say, without hesitation, that the same amount of public 
money can in no way be more •profitably expended.

FROM THE COUNTY VISITORS REPRESENTING 
THE BOARD OF PUBLIC CHARITIES. 

ANSON. 

The Home is two miles southeast of Wadesboro; has 3 
buildings 20x30; chimneys in centre; ceiled; 2 rooms each; 
ventilation by windows and doors; no fire protection; water 
supply by wells ; heated by open fires ; 24 can be accommo- 
dated; 11 now in charge; 6 able to work; 2 helpless. Diet, 
cofi^ee, rice, meat, biscuit and hominy for breakfast and sup- 
per, and vegetables at dinner, at cost of 75 cents per capita 
weekly. W. H. Davis, Wadesboro, is keeper, at pay of $125 
per annum, with board of family and rent of land free. He 
is industrious, discreet and generally sober. Drs. E. F. Ashe 
& Son, Wadesboro, are physicians, at $2 per visit. Decem- 
ber 1, 1890, there were 16 inmates; admitted, 5; died, 5; dis- 
charged, 1 ; can assist in work, none. The premises are well 
arranged and in good condition; of something over 200 
acres, 11 acres cultivated; 1 mule; crops are cotton, corn, 
provender, &c., used on place. Grounds shaded; manures 
saved. Voluntary religious services by the different denom- 
inations twice a month. By the system of outdoor relief 69 
persons are assisted, at an average of about $2 per month.

The Home is one mile and a half southwest from Wind- 
sor, on public road to Indian Woods; has 3 buildings, 1 of 
16x32 and 2 of 16x64 feet, wood; in one house 2 rooms, 
in the other two, 4 rooms each. Ventilation by doors and 
windows and cracks (not ceiled); no fire protection; water 
supply from well; heated by open fires in each room; 20 
inmates can be comfortably accommodated; 12 now in 
charge; able to work, 6; helpless, 6. Each inmate has 1 
peck meal, 3 pounds meat, some fish, coffee and sugar per 
week ; also such vegetables as they make. Cost, $1 per capita 
weekly. F. J. Heckstall, Windsor, is keeper, at $10 per month, 
and is a satisfactory oflScer; Dr. H. V. Dunston, Windsor, is 
physician, paid by fees. December 1, 1890, there were 11 
inmates; admitted to September 1, 1891, 1; died, none; dis- 
charged, none; can assist on farm, none. The premises gen- 
erally appear dilapidated and need repairs and improving. 
Has 50 acres; in cultivation, a small garden by inmates; no 
stock; no crops raised except vegetables; grounds shaded; 
ashes and manures saved; no religious services. By a sys- 
tem of out-door relief 85 person are supported at about $4 
per month. 

Remarks. — The present site and arrangements are totally 
unsuited for the purpose for which it is intended. Under the 
present system there is little improvement that we can sug- 
gest. The inmates complain of want of enough clothes to 
keep clean or comfortable.

The Home is in the town of Victoria, about one mile and 
a quarter south of Asheville. Has 2 buildings; 14 rooms^ 
12x 12, wood; 4 rooms in one, 10 in the other. Ventilation 
by windows; no fire protection; water supply from well; 
heated by stoves and grates; 40 inmates can be comfortably- 
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accommodated ; 33 now in charge; able to work, none ; help- 
less, none; plenty of good food, of meats, bread, vegetables 
and coflfee ; cost, about $4 per month per capita. William 
Johnston, Asheville, is keeper, at $15 per month (no perqui- 
sites), and is a satisfactory oflBcer. Dr. H. B. Means, Ashe- 
ville, is physician, at $30 per month. Deaths, none; dis- 
charged, none; inmates who can work, none; can be employed 
in light work, none. Premises well arranged, neat and in 
good order; 3 acres land ; 2 J in cultivation; garden occupies 
about one-half acre ; partly shaded; manures saved. Reli- 
gious services by ministers of Asheville and Victoria; 7 chil- 
dren in Home; no system of outdoor relief; all persons need- 
ing such aid required to go to Home, unless it be exceptional 
case; but about 50 persons outside of the Home receive $3 
per month. 

Remarks. — The Home seems managed in a humane and, 
at the same time, economical manner. Our only objection 
is the presence of children, as above reported. This should 
never be allowed, but separate accommodation should be 
provided, as is done in this county in the " Children's Home," 
of which we annex report.

The Home is four miles north of Concord, in the country, 
near the North Carolina Railroad, which runs through the 
property. Has 9 buildings; main building 30x40, two stories, 
used for family of Superintendent and for store-room. Sur- 
rounding this, as 3 sides of a square, are 8 other buildings 
with from 2 to 4 rooms each; all single-story except one; 
built of wood and whitewashed; ventilation by windows, 
doors and open fireplaces; no means of protection from fire; 
water supply from three bored wells, one of 12 inches and 
two of 8 inches in bore, and 36 feet deep, each; heated by 
open fires, except in two rooms by stoves, intended for hos- 
pital rooms; 30 can be accommodated; 20 now in charge; 2 
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able to work ; 3 helpless; 1 insane (woman); confined at night 
on account of her mental condition ; ought to be in an insane 
asylum. Food: vegetables, in season ; meat, almost entirely 
of western bacon; sometimes fresh meat. All of this in suflB- 
cient quantity, but we consider the sameness of diet and 
character of meats bad for the inmates. John W. Cook, Con- 
cord, is keeper, at $20 per month and board for himself and 
family of four (no perquisites) ; he is a satisfactory ofl5cer. 
Dr. Robert S. Young, Concord, is physician, at $2 per visit, 
when required. December 1, 1890, there were 18 inmates; 
admitted, 13; died, 4; discharged, 7; can assist in farm 
work, 4; could do light work, possibly 4; 2 or 3 women, by 
knitting and sewing; 1 boy, by farm work; premises com- 
prise a very good property, well arranged ; condition good,^ 
except barns and out-houses for stock, which are very bad ; 
has 160 acres; medium quality; only 4 wood-land; 100 in 
cultivation; 2 mules; 4 milch-cows; 8 head dry cattle; 21 
hogs and pigs; wheat, oats, corn, clover, hay; potatoes and 
other vegetables; products used at home; shaded grounds — 
by oaks, cedars and walnuts; ashes and manures saved, and 
green crops turned under; religious services occasonally — 
nothing regular or fixed; three children in home; 5, 6 and 
12 years; 2 small colored children; no steps taken toward 
their removal ; one case of mild punishment for disobedience ; 
no system of out-door relief. 

Remarks. — As indicated by answer to Question 14, we 
are convinced that the food for the inmates of the Home 
could and should be better. And there certainly should be 
some provision made for providing the sick with such food as 
is suitable and best. At present there is at least one inmate 
sufifering because this is not done. Subject to the qualifica- 
tions made by our answers above and these remarks, we con- 
sider the condition of the Home good.

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contains 2 rooms, 14 x 16 feet ; also Superintendent's house 
\vith 5 rooms; ventilation by doors and window and fire- 
place to each room ; no fire protection ; water supply from 
spring and well ; open wood fires "for heating ; 40 can be accom- 
modated ; 29 now in charge ; able to assist, 5 ; helpless, 4 ; 
in involuntary confinement, none; idiotic, 3; insane, 2, at 
times; diet unlimited, of good substantial food; cost, $3.50 
per capita, monthly, for clothing, food, etc., besides what is 
raised on the farm. D. M. Bridges, Pittsboro, is keeper, at 
$200 a year and support of his family ; no family but him- 
self and his wife, and he is a satisfactory oflBcer ; Dr. H. T. 
Chapin, Pittsboro, is physician, at $200 per year as Super- 
intendent of Health. December 1, 1890, there were 28 
inmates; admitted, 4 colored, 3 whites; died, 2 whites, 1 
colored; 1 went to Soldiers' Home; 3 eloped; 4 inmates 
assist on farm ; 14 could do light work ; houses are all in 
good condition and well arranged; has 500 acres of very 
poor land; 35 acres cultivated; 2 mules; 10 head cattle; 19 
hogs ; corn, wheat, oats, peas and vegetables, all used for the 
Home; few trees— expect to plant this winter; manures 
saved; Mr. R. G. Eubanks, a lay -reader, conducts services on 
Sunday twice a month, but performs this service as a volun- 
tary act, not being employed by the county; 2 children in 
Home too small to send elsewhere, and 2 afflicted children-r- 
ail colored ; 1 woman was confined 6 hours, in lock-up, for 
adultery; there is a system of outdoor relief in which more is 
spent than for the Home, quite a number being assisted at 
an average cost of $1.50 or $2 each, monthly. 

Remarks. — We think that the Home for the Aged and 
Infirm is in good condition, and is well kept. The Superin- 
tendent is the right man in the right place, and we think 
that our county is to be congratulated on having such a man 
to take care of our aged and infirm poor.

The Home is situated in a poor saudy district, nine raile 
north of Edenton, on the Virginia road; has 6 buildings, f 
for inmates, 30x 70 feet; 2 smokehouses, keeper's house and 
a house of confinement, all of wood; the first two contain 
10 rooms each, the keeper's house 3; ventilation by windows 
and doors; no fire protection; water supply by well, lOO feet 
from house; no bathing facilities; heated by open wood fires; 
accommodates 15 inmates; 8 now in charge; none able to 
work; none helpless; 1 imbecile, but remains of her own 
accord ; food of bread, meat, herrings, flour, molasses and coffee 
once a day. The keeper receives $12.50 per month, a house, 
and the land attached to the Home, and is satisfactory so far 
as is known. Dr. R. H. Winborne, Bonitz, Chowan County, 
is the physician, at $75 per year. On December 1, 1890, 
there were 6 inmates; admitted since, 5; died, 1, of old age; 
sent to insane asylum, 1 ; deserted, 1 ; 1 inmate could assist 
in light work ; buildings old but in fine condition ; window- 
sash and loft- floors are needed to keep the buildings warmer; 
has 130 acres; 10 in cultivation; very poor; no stock. 
Crops — peanuts, corn, potatoes, which belong to the keeper ; 
grounds shaded; manures saved, but no green crops turned 
under. No regular religious services, but the society of the 
King^s Daughters has rendered valuable service and comfort. 
One inmate, for vagrancy, has been in involuntary confine- 
ment; also uncontrollable imbecile — white female. There is 
no outdoor system of relief for the poor, but it should by all 
means be established or the Home moved nearer the town. 

Remarks. — The inmates are very comfortable, well fed, 
and have plenty of firewood. The sleeping accommodations 
are insuflicient, but complaint has been made to the County 
Commissioners, and better bedding will be furnished at once. 
The Home should be moved nearer the county seat, where it 
would be more under the public eye.

The premises are pleasantly situated, well arranged 
and in good repair; has 450 acres; 100 cleared ; 350 in tim- 
ber—good ; 60 acres in cultivation ; 3 mules, 3 cows, 1 bull, 
40 hogs; crops raised are corn, oats, peas and potatces; used 
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for the benefit of the Institution ; well shaded ; manures 
saved; green crops turned under. There is a school-room 
20 X 30 ; religious services are held there occasionally. Chil- 
dren in Home—1 colored orphan, 5 years; 2 illegitimate 
children, under 2 years; 5 children of inmate (veteran sol- 
dier) — not possible to make other provision for them.

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1 pound flour, with milk, butter and coflfee, daily; cost 60 
cents j9er capitaj weekly. The keeper is Z. W. Allen, Oxford, 
at $100 per year, without perquisites. Dr. Pat. Booth, 
Oxford, physician; receives $200 per annum. December 
1, 1890, there were 22 inmates; admitted to December 
1, 1891, 9; died, 8; discharged, 3; inmates able to help on 
farm, 8; in light work, 14 or 15. Premises fairly well 
arranged and in fair condition of repair. A commendable 
effort seems to be made to keep them neat dnd clean ; has 
400 acres; good for tobacco and grain; about 50 to 60 in 
cultivation ; 3 horses, 7 cows, 30 hogs. Corn, wheat, tobacco, 
potatoes and garden vegetables are raised on the land; used 
for the Home. Grounds shaded; manures saved. No reli- 
gious services; 4 cfiildren; no effort to provide for children.

Tbe Home is on the North Carolina Railroad, three miles 
east of Greensboro; main building of two stories, 8 rooms 
16 X 17; w4th 2 wings of 4 rooms each, 12 x 14; has an asy- 
lum 24x32, with 6 rooms (new), each 8x 10, with 4 double 
cotages for colored inmates; main building brick, others 
wood ; ventilation by windows and doors; no fire protection ; 
water supply from wells; heated by fireplaces, except asylum, 
and that by furnace; 50 inmates can be accommodated; 30 
now in charge; very few able to work; 1 helpless; 1 (colored, 
insane) in confinement. Food of meat, bread and vegeta- 
bles, with coffee for breakfast and milk for dinner and sup- 
per; quantity ample; cost, $1 per capita^ weekly. Keeper's 
address, Greensboro, at pay of $300 and board of himself and 
wife; is a satisfactory ofScer. Dr. E. R. Michaux, Greens- 
boro, is physician, at $200 per annum for Home and jail. 
On December 1, 1890, there were 36 inmates; admitted to 
December 1, 1891, 3; died, 4; discharged, none; can assist 
in farm or garden, 6 or 8; nearly all could be employed in 
some light work. The premises are nicely located on a knoll 
in plain view of the North Carolina Railroad; neat and in 
good condition; has 300 acres of thin, grav soil; 50 to 75 
acres in cultivation; 2 mules, 8 cows, 19 hogs; general 
crops are raised, such as grain and vegetables adapted to 
this climate; shaded by fine growth of large oaks; ashes 
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and manures saved and green crops turned under. No regu- 
lar religious services, but occasional services. One child in 
Home (colored orphan), not capable of taking care of herself 
(5 years old); no steps taken to place her in asylum or 
family. Punishment inflicted occasionally, by Superintend- 
ent, for bad conduct. There 'is also a system of outdoor 
relief, by which 113 persons receive $9 50 each. 

Remarks. — The appearance of the place and rooms show 
it to be well kept. We think our paupers are well fed with 
such provisions as are furnished, but we think that for old 
and infirm people, such as these, there should be more palat- 
able diet. They get wheat-bread twice a week; we think 
they ought to have it every day if the Commissioners are able 
to furnish it, and with other things that they would relish.

no fire protection ; water supply from well ; heated by two 
open fireplaces; 50 can be comfoitably accommodated; 46 
adults and 7 children now in charge; none are able to work ; 
none helpless; several very infirm; 1 with mind a little 
unbalanced. Diet allowed each, weekly — 2J pounds meat, 
1 peck meal, sugar, coSee, flour, rice, fish, etc. The keeper 
is L. D. Browning, Halifax (at $15 per month), and is satis- 
factery in his discharge of duty. Dr. A. B. Pierce is attend- 
ing physician at $250 per year. On December 1, 1890, 
there were 57 inmates; admitted to September 1, 1891,7; 
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died, 11, mostly of old age; discharged, 3; assisting in farm 
and garden, 6; no more additional can do light work; prem- 
ises a little out of repair, but are now being put in thorough 
condition; has 600 acres, 30 in cultivation; 1 pair mules, 
1 yoke oxen. Corn, potatoes and vegetables are raised — used 
by the inmates. Grounds shaded; manures saved. Reli- 
gious services once a month ; expect to have service oftener. 
No system of outdoor relief. 

Remarks. — As Chairman of the Board of County Com- 
missioners of Halifax, I have charge of the Home, and am 
doing all in my power to make the inmates comfortable, and 
have made arrangements for them to have preaching oftener. 
They are well fed and clothed, and are now well cared for.

The Home is situated in a healthy part of the county, 
about ten miles from the county seat. Has 3 log buildings, 
16x20 feet, 1 room in each building; ventilated by doors 
and windows; no fire protection; water supply from wells;

charge, an idiot. Food : meat and bread, as required, at cost 
of $1.25 weekly. A. L. Baucom, May, is keeper, at $4.50 for 
each inmate and clothing furnished, and is satisfactory; no 
physician. December 1, 1890, there were 2 inmates; admit- 
ted, 1; died, 1. Premises are well-arranged, neat, and in 
good repair. Has 50 acres of land, not very good; none 
cultivated ; no stock ; no crops. Grounds partly shaded. No 
religious services. 

Remarks. — The poor in our county are cared for by rela- 
tives, receiving $1.50 to $2.00 per month from the Commis- 
sioners, as the Home is not large enough. They intend to 
enlarge the Home soon. The county is badly in debt.

Ventilation 
by doors and windows; no fire protection ; water supply by 
well; heated by open wood fires; 12 to 15 can be accommo- 
dated ; 9 now cared for; 1 able to work; 1 helpless; food in 
usual variety of country diet, and sufficient; cost, $1.25 per 
week. Thos. W. Mitchell, Plott,^ P. O., is keeper, at $2 per 
month each, and is a satisfactory officer. Dr. Rufus Allen is 
physician ; receives less than $10 per annum. On December 
1, 1890, there were 7 inmates; 2 admitted to December 1, 
1891 ; died, 1, adult, of old age,, and 1 infant; discharged, 1; 
can assist in work, 1 ; could be employed in light work, 1. 
Premises, a small country farm; the county owns none. 
Grounds shaded ; manures saved. Occasional services by 
circuit preachers. There are in the Home 4 children with 
their mothers ; no steps taken for their benefit. No outdoor 
relief. 

Remarks. — The poor are well taken care of and humanely 
treated by the county authorities; several of these should be 
properly cared for by their own kindred, as we think, but the 
county will not cavil over it, at present. The County Com- 
missioners are all clever gentlemen, and disposed to do right.

The 
keeper isDrury Conn, Hendersonville, at $5 each per month 
and he is a satisfactory oflBcer. No regular attending phy- 
sician ; fees for physician when needed. On December 1, 
1890, ther^were 7 inmates; admitted to December 1, 1891, 
4 ; died, 1 ; under care at present, 2 ; 1 assists in work a little.

Two 
of the buildings contain 2 rooms each ; the third, G. They 
are well ventilated. The chimneys are of brick and the 
keeper is very cautious in reg-^rd to fire. The water supply 
for cooking, drinking and bathing purposes is bad in the 
extreme. The buildings are heated by brick fireplaces, and 
accommodate comfortably 25 or 30 inmates; but only 6 are 
in charge at present. Of the-e, none are able to work ; 2 
are helpless. One is insane, who, for very many years, was an 
inmate of the North Carolina Insane Asylum, sent there 
from Tyrrell county; by all meai)s he should be returned to 
the Insane Asylum. The inmates are allowed as much good, 
wholesome food as they will eat, including coffee and sugar. 
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The overseer is E. D. English, Swan Quarter, who receives 

$12.50 per month, and is a satisfactory officer. Dr. O. S. 

Credle, Swan Quarter, is physician, and is paid $2 per visit. 

Since December 1, 1890, 6 inmates have been admitted, with 

no discharges for any reason. One assists in farm work ; 2 

could do light work, such as knitting socks, for which little 

capital would be required. The premises are walled in, with 

small yard, and the buildings are in fair condition. Fifty 

acres of land belong to the. Home, 6f good quality, of which 

only one is in cultivation, and no stock is kept. No crops 

raised but garden vegetables, potatoes, e(c., fed to inmates. 

Collards, turnips and potatoes raised. No shade trees. No 

manures saved. Preaching is occasionally held. There is a 

system of outdoor relief, and at present 6 persons receive 

about $2 each per month.

eloped, 1 ; can assist in work, 3 ; could do some light work, 4. 
Premises are not well arranged, but not dilapidated ; not 
neat and clean on account of the helpless condition of some 
of the inmates ; has 60 acres ; mostly old pine field ; only a 
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few acres fit to cultivate; 10 acres in cultivation; 1 mule, 2 
cows, and a few hogs Crops, corn and vegetables, used to 
feed inmates. Grounds shaded ; ashes and manures saved, 
but no green crops turned under. Religious services rarely. 
One child, admitted with its mother who will die soon; will 
then take steps to send child to an orphans' home. A few 
persons receive outdoor relief — about 5, at $2 per mouth. 

Remarks — The houses are very inadequate for the health 
and comfort of the inmates, as they are frequently bedridden ;

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charged, 9 ; can assist in farm or garden, 20 ; can do liglit 
work, 20. We recommend the following kinds of light work, 
raising vegetables; washing and ironing for themselves and 
helpless inmates; cleaning rooms; making necessary clothing. 
The premises are on very hilly, rocky, rough, poor land ; 
dwellings good ; has 500 acres poor, broken land, generally ; 
200 acres in cultivation; 5 horses, 3 cows. Crops are corn, 
cotton, oats, clover, vegetables; all used for the support of 
the Institution. Grounds shaded ; manures saved. Reli- 
gious services monthly, and sometimes oftener, by the volun- 
tary service of Rev. W. J. W. Crowder. Four small children 
in Home ; as soon as they are old enough homes will be pro- 
vided for them. By outdoor relief, 54 persons receive help, 
averaging about $14 each annually. 

Remarks. — In the visit made by us to the Home for Wake 
County, the Superintendent, Mr. W. G. Allen, gave us his 
own statement in reference to all the inmates, and the modes 
of his treatment and work, as the business required, which 
we were pleased to find, on thorough investigation, were 
accurate and well done; and in every case, in every class 
and department of the work being done by Wake County, 
through Mr. Allen, we are satisfied that he has discharged 
his whole duty to the full extent that the means afforded 
enable him to do, in the relief, comfort and safety of the 
inmates of the Home, and the proper employment of the 
prisoners in the county work-house. There was but one 
expression by all, and that was, that they had plenty, and 
kind treatment, in all that was needful to have and do. 
Mr. Allen is a model man, and a grand success in all respects 
as a Superintendent. We are of opinion that the distance 
for transportation is a financial question to be considered. 
The scarcity of wood is also to be considered. If there should 
be need for another dwelling to be built, we suggest that one 
of the rooms be of suflBcient size, in which to assemble all for 
religious services.

To His Excellency Thomas M. Holt, 

Governor of North Carolina. 

Sir : — We have the honor herewith to submit the completed 
report of the Board of Public Charities for the years 1891-92. 
In comparing this with previous reports, it is gratifying to 
notice improvement in many directions in which our over- 
sight extends, but there are many needed reforms yet to be 
accomplished. 

Our Secretary eloquently tells us of the need of a Reform 
School for criminal boys and girls ; we heartily commend all 
he says. 

The North Carolina Insane Asylum needs an appropria- 
tion of $40,000 in order to provide additional accommoda- 
tions for our insane population ; many of whom, as our report 
will show, are in urgent need of such accommodation. The 
State Hospital asks for $18,000, in order to build an associate 
dining-room, and provide additional beds for male patients* 
as has been already done for female patients. The Eastern 
Hospital needs more land, and room for 125 beds to meet 
the public demand. We recomiriend the appropriation of 
the necessary funds to make these improvements. In con- 
nection with the subject of suitable provision for the insane, 
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your Excellency is doubtless painfully aware of the need of 
some place for the separate confinement of the criminal 
insane, which want we hope may be supplied in the not dis- 
tant future. 

The North Carolina Soldiers* Home, which is constantly 
enlarging the sphere of its usefulness, requires comfortable 
buildings, which can be erected at a cost of $10,000, and 
maintained by an annual appropriation of $6,000. 

We respectfully invite your attention to a draft of a bill ta 
be entitled "An Act to establish The North Carolina Reform 
School," which is an appendix of this report, and was reported 
by a committee of this Board, of which committee W. N. 
Jones was chairman. The said bill is believed to embody 
all the necessary features for such a statute, and proposes the 
appropriation of $20,000 for the construction of the build- 
ings for said Reform School. 

We desire to emphasize the just remarks of the Secretary 
in reference to the valuable public service rendered by the 
visitors representing this Board, in the several counties of the 
State, by frequent inspections and reports, without compen- 
sation ; and to express our satisfaction at the result of much 
care and labor in the complete report of the penal and char- 
itable institutions of every county of North Carolina. 

We are believers in the ever-onward movement in all mat- 
ters of humanitarian effort, and while we feel constrained by 
circumstances beyond our control to go slowly in this, as in 
many other matters, we trust we shall not be weary in well 
doing, but go on steadfastly toward the goal of our inten- 
tions.

Dr. Charles Duffy, Chairman of the Board of Public Chari- 
ties of North Carolina, and Coram i.^^ii on era of the Board: 

The annual re[)ort of the operations of this office is respect- 
fully submitted. It is with gratification that the enclosed 
register of visitors in behalf of the Board is transmitted, con- 
taining the names of 208 patriotic and intelligent citizens 
who have inspected the various penal and charitable insti- 
tutions of the counties of North Carolina during the past 
year, and have with courage and fidelity reported their con- 
dition to this oflSce, and have given their time and attention 
to the correction of abuses and the introduction of improve- 
ments essential to the health and well-being of the unfortu- 
nate. Vacancies exist to the number of twenty; by death, 
removal of residence from county, infirmity and resignation. 
These are being filled to the full number of 288. 

The difficulties incipient to the selection of so great a num- 
ber for such delicate duties without compensation have been 
many, and it has been necessary, in the progress of the work, 
to request those who were ineffective, or were deprived by 
circumstances of the opportunity to make tlie necessary 
inspection (upon the moral eff'ect of which the Board depends 
for practical reform), to give way to others, whom opportunity 
favored, for this needful work. By the active and generous 
co-operation of these public-spirited and self-sacrificing men, 
abstracts are now submitted in the full biennial report of this 
Board, of the construction and management of the " Homes" 
and jails of the ninety-six counties of North Carolina. 
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TABLES OP CLASSIFICATION. 

To the abstracts, which have been made as full as economy 
ould allow, I have prepared tables showing, by a bird's eye 
lew, the leading points of construction, cost, method of ope- 
ition, degree of comfort, progress or retrogression prevailing 
each county of the State. If carefully noted by the County 
^mmissioners, there cannot fail to be much stimulation of 
ue progress where, in this State, our weakness has hitherto 
jen, in the management of the county penal and charitable 
istitutions. 

THE IMPROVEMENT ALREADY MANIFESTED. 

It is with deep thankfulness that I call your attention to 
le great improvement already begun; to the repair and 
ibuilding of Homes, the removal of the same from remote 
id inaccessible districts, where they have been buried from 
lew like eye-sores, to eligible situations near the centres of 
opulation, and under the eye of the public watchfulness; 
le addition of land and stock for self-help; the disposition 
) give light work to render more tolerable their aimless life 
[hopelessness; the inquiries into the condition of children 
I these most unfit nurseries of the young; the number of 
ew jails already built and occupied, with the improved 
ght, air, heating and general management; the gradual 
delusion of spirituous liquors from jails; the projected 
jpairs and improvements; the increase of religious ministra- 
ons provided for by both Homes and jails — these have 
3curred already in widely separated sections of the State, 
(lustrations of these facts will be presented in exhibits show- 
ig the direct influence of this Board, exercised through its 
isitors, and the general executive office of its operjations, at 
Raleigh, leading to these happy results. Those on record, it is 
)nfidently believed, are a mere foretaste of the great change 
apending in the treatment of the poor, the imbecile, the 
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orphan, the idiot, the criminal. No people are more truly 
patriotic and humane; it is only necessary that the organiza- 
tion of its charities should be completely intelligent on these 
subjects, and possessed of the energy to make the will of the 
people effective. 

REPORTS OF THE STATE INSTITUTIONS. 

The reports of the State Institutions for the Insane, Deaf 
and Dumb (including the new Institution at Morganton), and 
the Blind, the North Carolina Soldiers* Home, and the North 
Carolina Orphans* Asylum at Oxford, will be found unusu- 
ally full and interesting. They exhibit in everyone a most 
commendable anxiety to meet the constantly increasing pub- 
lic wants, and some are perilously straining their present 
means to allay human suffering. It is to be expected that 
they will call for increased sums of money. This Board is 
in a position to judge impartially of all The Institution 
that does not progress does, in fact, relatively retrogress; as 
the man that is not advancing morally is, in truth, descend- 
ing. But increased advantages demand more means. On 
the other hand. North Carolina is steadily increasing in popu- 
lation and wealth. This is shown by the Auditor's reports. 
Ijarge additional subjects of taxation have been added 
through the efforts of the Governor and the Railroad Com- 
mission. No considerable portion of our people has ever 
murmured at taxation imposed for the relief of the stricken 
and delicate members of society. The most prosperous com- 
munities in the world are those which bestow the greatest 
care upon the insane, the afflicted, the orphan and the 
imprisoned. 

INCREASE OF ACCOMMODATIONS FOR THE INSANE. 

The plans, drawings and estimates for the enlargement of 
the Insane Asylum at Raleigh, by wings for the chronic 
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cases and infirmaries for each sex, seem to be well arranged 
and considereil, and present the most feasible means of fur- 
nishing additional accommodations, greatly needed, for the 
division east of the line from Person to Richmond counties. 

The inquiries in regard to the condition of Confederate 
veterans in County Homes have been carefully followed up, 
but in only two instances was it practicable to move them to 
the Soldiers* Home (from the counties of Jackson and Cleve- 
land), which was done after some correspondence — other 
cases proved to be morally unfit, or opposed to removal from 
the neighborhood of relatives and friends. Inquiry proceeds, 
however, from time to time, as an old soldier of North Caro- 
lina is reported in a County Home. 

The request for representation at the Columbian Exposi- 
tion was sent to all State and private benevolent institutions, 
and copies distributed to them of the instructions and publi- 
cations of the managers of the Exposition, with the state- 
ment that if forwarded to this office, exhibits would be 
placed in charge of Secretary Bruner, of the State Agricul- 
tural Department, in control of the North Carolina exhibit. 
Some Institutions, however, preferred to treat directly with 
the Exposition, and there is no promise of an exhibit. 

PROPOSITION FOR A STATE REFORM SCHOOL. 

At the last meeting of the Board the following resolution 
was adopted: 

Resolved, That a special committee be appointed to formulate a plan 
for a Reform or Industrial School for juvenile offenders, to the end that 
they may be removed from the Penitentiary or county jails and sub- 
jected to direct reforming influences; also to prepare a statute and 
memorialize the General Assembly in behalf of such an Institution. 

The Chairman appointed Messrs. W. N. Jones, W. A. 
Blair, L. J. Haughton, with C. B. Denson, Secretary, to con- 
stitute said committee. 
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In obedience to the spirit of said resolution, I opened a cor- 
respondence in the summer with every Reform School and 
Reformatory in the United States. This was not done 
through printed circulars, which often receive incomplete 
consideration, but by personal letters asking in detail for the 
information needed. In all instances they were courteously 
and fully answered, and great numbers of reports and other 
documents, forms, magazines, by-laws and regulations were 
forwarded, and await the examination of the committee. It 
was found that nearly every State had one or more such 
schools (and some several, adapted to varying ages), except a 
few in the group of southeastern Atlantic States to which 
North Carolina belongs ; and of the few remaining, Georgia 
is seriously considering the subject. 

The universal reply to the questions proposed, with a full 
knowledge of the character and force of the criticisms that 
have been or might be made upon such institutions, has been 
in the highest degree favorable to the organization of such 
institutions to cut ofiF accessions to the class permanently 
criminal, and lighten the penal and judicial costs of a State. 
This was not only the testimony of oflScials, but from men 
distinguished in labors of humanity, and long experience in 
this special work who have retired from oflScial life; from 
Maine to Oregon, from Delaware to Colorado, this was the 
unhesitating reply, and the older States of Kentucky and 
Texas are rivalled in enthusiasm by Nebraska. Some of the 
Superintendents kindly ofiFer to visit our State in person and 
demonstrate by lecture before the General Assembly the 
great economy and value to the State in money, character 
and power such an institution presents. 

They speak with the force of years of statistics, and declare 
that fully 75 per cent, (at Elmira and other points 8U) are 
redeemed and lead an honest and useful life after leaving 
the Institution, as learned from official sources. (See table 
annexed of percentage of reformed inmates in Institution 
named.) 
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NUMBER OP JUVENILE CONVICTS IN NORTH CAROLINA. 

For many years, but especially since the period of the Civil 
War, have we suffered from the effects of the development of 
juvenile misdemeanor into chronic crime. To-day there are 
many boys under the control of the Penitentiary, in the 
work-houses and county jails. The report of the North Car- 
olina Penitentiary, ending November 30, 1890, exhibited 362 
convicts under 20, and 56 under 15 years. That for the cur- 
rent biennial term shows 300 under 20, and 58 under 15 
years of age. 

In Wake county jail there are now four boys under fifteen 
years, and more at the work-house of said county. In order 
to obtain the latest possible trustworthy statistics on this sub- 
ject, and also the number of insane in jails and Homes and 
other facts needful to accurate comprehension of the condition 
of the State, I addressed a return reply postal card to the 
Sheriff of each county, requesting a return on the 1st day of 
December, 1892, with the information. After some delay, 
and a second and third card in some cases, reports have been 
received from eighty-two counties. These show the presence 
of seventy-one persons under twenty years of age in the county 
jails, and other interesting facts, to which your attention is 
invited in the subjoined tables. But as imprisonment at ten- 
der years is usually limited, this probably represents not 
more than a third of the real number imprisoned during the 
year. This is graphically illustrated by the statement of the 
Sheriff of Mecklenburg County, that fifty persons under 
twenty years had been imprisoned during 1892. It is prob- 
able, for good reasons, that not less than 500 persons under 
twenty years of age have been subjected to prison influence 
either awaiting trial or undergoing sentence during the past 
year ending December 1, 1892. 

It is no small source of embarrassment to our Judges to 
determine whether it is better for the interests of the offender 
and the community to suspend the execution of judgment 
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in the case of certain young offenders for light offenses, or to 
risk the danger of contamination and life-long degradation 
by sending to the common prison, with its usual associa- 
tions, the boy of yet unformed character, or still worse, the 
placing him in the chain-gang, or work-house, or Peniten- 
tiary. So, many escape sentence who would be promptly 
sent to a proper place of reformation. The same diflBculty 
in treatment has been met by the English Judges, and in 
1887 Parliament enacted "The Probation of First Offenders 
Act" (50 and 51, Vict, c. 25), whereby first offenders for cer- 
tain misdemeanors are allowed to go on probation and called 
up for judgment upon second offenses. The returns of the 
Metropolitan Police and five great provincial districts showed, 
that during the three years, 1888-1890, of 2,530 children 
dealt with under the act only 169, or 6A per cent, had been 
called upon to appear for judgment, or were known by the 
police to have been convicted of a fresh offense. The Home 
Secretary, by circular of April 25, 1892, has requested the 
practical extension of the act to all the judicial circuits. 
This, as aforesaid, is the actual practice in certain cases of our 
Judges, yet there remain offenses which cannot be so treated, 
or young offenders whose surroundings, perhaps, at home 
have no elements of restraint. It is absolutely necessary 
that such, however young, should not be turned loose upon 
society, and some place of detention must be provided. But 
has the community the moral right to put the strong arm of 
power upon them and place them in a compulsory school of 
crime under prison instruction from burglars and thieves, to 
graduate criminals for life from the work-house gang or Peni- 
tentiary ? 

The Howard Association of the city of London, to which 
this Board is indebted for recent reports, has persistently 
opposed the American system of reformatories, but in the 
report for October, 1892, occurs the following : 

The Prison CommisBioners (of Great Britain) in their report for 1891 
quote one of their (prison) chaplains as saying: ^^ There is scarcely an 
habitual criminal in the country who has not been imprisoned as a child. 
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From my own experience I find the punishment of children by imprison- 
ment has a very bad result. If, as in most cases, the children find 
imprisonment by no means so terrible as they expected, the result must 
be very bad. On the other hand, there are some sensitive children to 
whom imprisonment is a terrible punishment, far outweighing the crime 
they have committed." 

The committee of the Howard Association do not desire to dogma- 
tize on this, or any kindred subjects, but to recognize the claims of mercy 
as well as of justice; and they believe that the question here raised merits 
fuller consideration than it has yet received 

WHAT SHOULD BE THE CHARACTER OF THE INSTITUTION? 

Let me add, that a large portion of our people believe that 
the Reform School as proposed will meet many of the diflfi- 
culties to be solved. And in the outset it should be under- 
stood that we do not underestimate the importance, for the 
lasting welfare of the honest, industrious, hard-working citi- 
zenship who pay the taxes and support all the Institutions of 
the State, of the principle of political economy which asserts 
that "it is perilous and disastrous to render the condition of 
either the State-supported criminal or pauper equal, much 
less superior, to that of the honest citizen and self-supporting 
worker." On the contrary, the subjects of the Reform School, 
although of tender age (and such should receive priority of 
attention), should be distinctly warned from the beginning 
that they are sinners against God and man and must show 
their repentance. It is suggested that grades of treatment 
should correspond with conduct; that task- work and instruc- 
tion, both in farming and trades, and in the usual course of 
school education, should occupy their time, and gradually the 
task-work diminish as the technical and literary instruction 
increases, according to the merit marks of the inmate, ter- 
minating finally in discharge under probation. By a system 
of indeterminate sentences, under a certain maximum, the 
discharged boy might be required to report monthly by letter 
to the Superintendent of the Reform School, and personally 
or otherwise to the Sheriff of the county of his residence, 
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until the lapse of his sentence, the Sheriff to be empowered 
to return him for the original offense to the school upon 
proof of disorderly or vagrant life before a magistrate. The 
principle sought to be enforced is the building of character, 
and that must be done by habit. 

I would respectfully suggest to ourcommittee of this Board, 
that if the General Assembly be memorialized upon this 
pressing necessity, that the proposition involve a careful test- 
ing of the experiment upon a limited number in modest 
buildings, having the farm as the chief industrial factor, in 
an inexpensive manner so far as all material appointments 
are concerned, but the school placed under the very best 
expert supervision that can be obtained for any reasonable 
salary in this country. None but the best talent can adjust 
the balance between pampering the unworthy and strength- 
ening the erring boy to lift up the head bowed by shame, 
and take the place of a true man and honest citizen among 
his fellows. Failure cannot be afforded, and success is cer- 
tain if humanity and prudence go hand in hand. 

The check to the increase of crime through their means 
has been perceived plainly by the comparison between the 
census of 1880 and 1890 in Great Britain by the diminution 
of adult convicts to the number of over 10,000, and .also in 
certain European countries and in many of the States of this 
Union. These facts, quoted in addresses heretofore, there is 
no room to repeat in the proper limits of this report. But 
the result has been a great saving in the conduct of criminal 
proceedings and the maintenance of jails, to say nothing of 
the immense indirect gain to the State of the subsidence of 
loss by criminal depredations and the addition of so many 
working taxpayers to take the places of the idle drones and 
noxious enemies of society. 

INDICATIONS OF APPROVAL BY THE PEOPLE. 

Shortly after the adjournment of the Board, I brought this 
subject to the consideration of the North Carolina Teachers' 
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Assembly, at Morehead, a body composed of the most numer- 
ous regular annual attendants in the State, some three thou- 
sand in number, of all churches, parties and sects, but of the 
most intelligent and progressive citizens, and embracing all 
the great educational factors in college, school and seminary^ 
public and private. The subject received their careful atten- 
tion, and the following report and resolutions were adopted 
after the most emphatic endorsement of many eminent citi- 
zens: 

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF NORTH CAROLINA 
TEACHERS* ASSEMBLY. 

Morehead City, N. C, June 25, 1892. 
The committee to which the resolutions proposing the estabUshmenfe 
of a reformatory or Reform School for youthful offenders in North Caro- 
lina was referred, respectfully report that the subject has received their 
careful attention, in view of its ^reat importance to the public welfare 
and its especial relations to the work of this Assembly in its endeavor to 
advance the moral and intellectual interests of the whole people, and do 
recommend the adoption of the preamble and resolutions as offered, and 
that the blank in said resolutions be filled with the word ** nine."

Whereas, The statistics of the penal institutions of North Carolina 
show that more than one-fourth of all persons sentenced to the State 
Penitentiary and county jails are under the age of twenty years, and 
that after prolonged contact with those hardened in crime, large num- 
bers become professional criminals for life, menacing the interests of life 
and property: and, whereas, the results of the establishment of reform 
schools in other States, demonstrate that a large proportion of juvenile 
offenders, under proper discipline and instruction, can be restored to 
society, and be made helpers instead of destroyers of the public welfare: 
and, whereas, the Board of Public Charities of North Carolina has 
recommended the founding of such a Reform School for good and suffi- 
cient reasons: be it 

Resolved, That the North Carolina Teachers' Assembly, realizing that 
moral and intellectual ignorance is the hot-bed of crime, and that useful 
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occupation, combined with mental and moral training, affords the best 
hope for the reformation of beginners in evil-doing, earnestly commends 
the movement to establish a reform school in our State as one of the 
great needs of the times. 

Resolved, That a special committee of nine be appointed to memorial- 
ize the next General Assembly for the creation of this institution at the 
earliest practicable day, and that said committee be requested, in con- 
nection with and co-operation with the Board of Public Charities, to 
press this important matter to the solution that promises so much for 
the welfare of our beloved State. 

Under these resolutions were appointed Messrs. C. B. Den- 
son, of Wake; Richard H. Lewis, M. D., of Lenoir; Lee S. 
Overman, of Rowan; Josephus Daniels, of Wake; J. Y. 
Joyner, of Wayne; H. A. Gudger, of Buncombe; J. M. 
Brewer, of Hertford; Dr. B. F. Dixon and J. Allen Holt, of 
Guilford. All accepted, and have expressed their willingness 
to visit Raleigh and confer with the committee of our Board 
in taking the proper steps for this object. 

To this must be added the resolution favoring the reform 
school, adopted at Greensboro in August, 1892, by the Farm- 
ers' Alliance; the hearty and enthusiastic endorsement of 
the proposal of the Board of Charities by the Western North 
Carolina Conference of the M. E. Church, South, at Winston, 
a few weeks ago, followed by the equally emphatic approval 
of the North Carolina Conference of the same influential 
church a few days ago at Goldsboro; and I have recently 
received a visit from an eminent member of the Friends, who 
states that the clear-headed and practical members of this 
organization contemplate immediate action in behalf of this 
greatly to be desired reform. The favorable notice of the 
press has also been received — foremost in patriotic devotion 
to the true interests of the State always. The public discus- 
sion in its behalf recently, at Asheville, led by Capt. T. W. 
Patton, and its ardent advocacy by numerous private cor- 
respondents, as well as through public letters in the press, 
all betoken that the public mind is steadily and rapidly 
crystallizing in its favor.

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THE OBJECTIONS. 



While these have not yet been urged, it is to be presumed 
that in the course of deliberation and the examination of all 
sides of this question, that it will meet objection on account 
of the consideration of expenditure necessary, and of the fact 
that the majority of offenders at every age in our State con- 
sists of ne<;r()es. So far as the latter are concerned, burglary, 
robbery or arson committed by the negro is as disastrous to 
the victim and injurious to the community as when per- 
formed by the white man ; there is no ditticulty in healing 
separately the white and colored insane, deaf and dumb and 
blind ; indeed, the negro has been used to a lower degree of 
comfort, generally, and his retorm school and farm can be 
made largely self-supporting with judicious management, as 
Agriculture is peculiarly his proper field. 

In reference to expenditure — he is already, white or black, 
upon our hands to feed and clothe when in the jails, work- 
houses, penitentiary, etc. How much more need he cost in 
one building than in another? Is not the small additional 
amount lor the kind of life and methods of discipline and 
instruction well paid for, which removes him from associa- 
tions that graduate him finally, by force of corrupt habits, 
as an accomplished villain, to those which return him to 
society chastened, changed and elevated? We believe it, and 
earnestly pray for the means to demonstrate it. It is no 
small argument for its establishment that the authorities of 
the North Ctrolina Penitentiary have recommended it and 
the Warden's great experience favors it. The bar, with 
remarkable unanimity, also commends it, and our esteemed 
and venerated judiciary. 

In reference to the children in county homes, a census 
has been taken through the Sheriffs. It is doubtful, after 
subtracting those suffering from disease, helpless deformity, 
idiocy, imbecility, blindness, etc., and those of infant age 
with their mothers, whether the number of white children of 
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the age received in the orphan asylum (eight to seventeen 
years) would exceed tweiiiy to twenty-five; they could be 
cared ft)r at a per capita of $100, and be made self-supporting 
in a few years. Now they cost the counties from $40 to $85 
per capita, and are necessarily growing up in the life and 
with the habits of the imbecile and despairing inmates uf the 
old "poor-house," now entitled Home— growing up, it is to 
be feared, in such degradation as to finally emigrate to the 
jail, and in old age back to their early and familiar retreat — 
always a weight and burden to society. The colored child- 
ren are more ea^sily placed in private families as workers on 
farms, and grow up with less conscious degradation ; in truth, 
their condition practically is far better than that of the poor 
white orphan in the county * home." 

It is gratifying to note that the census obtained of ihe 
insane in county jjils, in the homes and residing in the sev- 
eral counties, as reported by the officer best acquainted with 
every portion of each county, exhibits a smaller number in 
each instance than has been estimated from sources, it is to 
be presumed, less direct and official ; but I regret to say that 
a margin of uncertainty exists by reason of the inability of 
SheriflFs to give the number in private homes. 

PRINTING AND DISTRIBUTION OF THE BIENNIAL REPORT. 

The report of the Board for 1891, including the valuable 
report of the Chairman, Dr. Charles Duffy, to the Governor, 
was given to the Public Printer in November (separate copy 
being made from that in the files of the executive office), and 
the proof has been carefully followed through the press. It 
is now complete, but too late for the purpose cherished of 
sending to members-elect for the General Assembly. The 
printer has given assurance that by January 15 the report 
for 1892 can be completed and bound in the same volume, 
thus making the resum6 complete. I respectfully request 
your instructions as to its distribution, and call attention to 
the -necessity of postage for this object. 
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The resolutions of the Board providing for a pamphlet of 
instructions and suggestions, for the benefit of those who are 
inmates of homes, jails and work-houses, has been complied 
with in the partial preparation of material for the same, and 
the addition thereto of complete sanitary regulations, cour- 
teously supplied by Dr. Richard H. Lewis, Secretary of the 
Board of Health, including plans for the care of the county 
insane, originally offered by Dr. Taylor, of the State Hos- 
pital. But in view of the printing required for the full report 
of the construction, etc., of the county institutions, it is respect- 
fully suggested that the issuing of said pamphlet might be 
delayed for the present, and additional data collected mean- 
while, unless the Board shall otherwise direct. 

Regular monthly reports of the clerical work of the office, 
from the diary, and a general account of the progress of 
reports, inspection and correspondence, have been forwarded 
to the chairman. The Increase of the work has not been 
unexpected, and is a natural consequence of its eflFectiveness 
throughout the State. If a larger number of counties should 
be impreessed with the necessity of taking up these reforms, 
as we hope, there is no doubt that the correspondence will 
become more extensive still. The "Complaint Book" has 
already proved a valuable adjunct, and if diligently and 
patiently followed up, the commissioners of the most neg- 
lectful counties will, we faithfully hope and believe, obey the 
moral force of public sentiment and continued firm but cour- 
teous appeal for the rights of the unfortunate. 

No expense has been incurred, except the usual amount 
for postage and clerical service, and the charges of the pub- 
lic printer for blanks and printing, except an account of 
Messrs. A. Williams & Co. for stationery furnished to the 
amount of $7.10. 

We are under obligations to the Boards of Charities in 
various States for their volumes, and especially to the Ohio 
State Board for circulars and publications appropriate to our 
work; also to the authorities of reform schools for docu- 
ments, of which a list is furnished. 
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It is gratifying to know that the advance in North Caro- 
lina, through the operations of this Board, is meeting with 
appreciation among the best informed in other States of the 
Union. The report of the distinguished chairman of the 
Committee on State Boards of Charities, at the National Con- 
ference of Charities and Corrections, held at Denver, Col., 
June, 1872, contains a complimentary reference to North 
Carolina, from which the following extract is taken . 

It began its work in October, 1889, again assuming advisory supervision 
<^ the State and county penal and charitable institution -i. The Board con- 
sists of five members, two of whom are physicians, although the statute 
does not designate to what profe6t>ion or calling its members shall belong. 
The elaborate and interesting report given to our conference in 1890 by 
the Secretary of the Board is a comprehensive exposition of the charita- 
ble and correctional institutions of the State, and a favorable illustration 
of the usefulness of the Board. It is highly creditable to this body that, 
after its organization in 1889. although no appropriation had been made 
to meet its necessary expenses, the members set to work with a deter- 
mined purpose; and their labors met with such encouragement that a 
report of the work accomplished was published in 1891 by Executive 
authority. This resulted in legislation providing for the regular expenses 
of the Board, and otherwise facilitating its operations, etc. 

I respectfully call the attention of the Board to the neces- 
sity for some means of enforcing the law, if it already exists, 
requiring the Sheriff of each county to cause the jailer to 
keep a suitable book of committals, which shall contain the 
name, sex, color and age of each person therein confined, 
whether to await trial or under sentence, offense charged, 
and if under sentence, for what term, to the end that proper 
records may be kept; inasmuch as many jails have been 
found by our visitors to be without any record book. It is 
also desirable that all punishment inflicted, the nature of the 
same, and the offense for which the same was administered 
and authority therefor, should be properly entered in a book, 
both in the jails and homes, to the end that supervision and 
inquiry may reach any irresponsible or wanton exercise of 
the discretion now sanctioned in that direction. If no such 
law exists, it is respectfully suggested that the attention of the 
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General Assembly should be called to the need of such a 
statute for the collection of trustworthy statistics and the gen- 
eral good order and government of the jails and homes. 

The Superintendents of the several State Institutions are 
entitled to cordial thanks for the courtesy and public spirit 
with which they have met the requests of the Board, and its 
personal visits at inspections. 

Since the last meeting, his Excellency the Governor has 
appointed Dr. James T. Reid to succeed himself for five years 
from January 1, 1891, and William A. Blair, Esq., to succeed 
himself for the same term from January 1, 1892, as members 
of this Board. 

Returning my grateful thanks to you. Sir, for your valua- 
ble advice and direciion in the progress of this work; to all 
the members of the Board for their kind encouragement, and 
to his Excellency the Governor for the manifestation of his 
interest in a department of the public service that promises 
so much for the relief of the unfortunate and the honor of

7. Has the Institution suffered from any epidemic disease 
since the last report? 

8. Have you had any cases of serious accident or sudden 
death? 

9. What are the types of mental disease most prevalent? 

10. How many patients are at home on probation? 

11. Has any misfortune happened by reason of any 
inmate^s conduct while on probation? 

12. How many patients are employed in light work for 
their benefit or that of the Institution, and how ?

What is your experience as to the comparative ease or diflS- 
eulty in securing the proper training and adaptation to this 
work? 

14. Have any changes been made in the mode of purchas- 
ing supplies, or in the diet of the patients? 

15. What forms of amusement or recreation of thejpatients 
are employed? 

16. What is the condition of your ornamental grounds? 

17. Have you refused any application for want of room, 
and if so, how many, of each sex? 

18. Have any changes been made in the by-laws of the 
Asylum, and if so, what? 

19. Please furnish the Board with a copy of the latest 
annual report. 

20. Please furnish a copy of the pay-roll of oflBcers and 
employees. 

21. Please furnish a monthly statement of expenditures 
for the year ending December 1, 1892. 
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22. Please furnish detailed list of repairs and improve- 
ments for the year. 

23. Please make any suggestions desirable for the improve- 
ment of the Asylum in any respect. 

24. Please state, in your judgment, how many cases of 
insanity, curable and incurable, as nearly as can be ascer- 
tained, are now in the Eastern District of North Carolina 
unsupplied with Asylum treatment, whose friends urgently 
desire the same. 

25. Please give, in such detail as may be convenient, your 
suggestions to meet this great public need, whether by 
-enlargement of the Insane Asylum or otherwise. This mat- 
ter presses sorely by reason of the applications of county 
authorities in behalf of the insane now at the Homes and in 
the jails.

THE NORTH CAROLINA INSANE ASYLUM, 

Dr. William R. Wood, Superintendent. Inspected Decem- 
ber 6 by Commissioner Wesley N. Jones and C. B. Denson, 
Secretary, and found in satislactory order. 

Since last repi)rL (1^91) the roof on main building and both 
wings has been repaired and partly re-covered with new tin 
And painted with fire proof paint, heavy cornicing repaired 
and that, with other wood work, repainted. The boiler- 
house, kitchen and laundry, together with boilers, pumps 
And other machinery, have been partially repaired and 
repainted. The furnaces have been changed from wood to 
<K)al-burners, and the engineer department improved as far 
as means would allow. Improvements in kitchen and cook- 
ing departments have been thorough, including cooking 
range, set of coflfee urns, Wortliington force-pump, etc.; also

1 and bath-rooms, all of which must be subtracted. 

are now 135 males and 150 females occupying rooms, 
5 at home on probation. There are 75 males in single . 
1, 52 in single rooms with 2 in a room, 4 in double 
, and 4 sleeping in halls; total, 135; 75 females in sin- 
Dme, 60 in single rooms with 2 in a room, and 13 sleep- 
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ing in halls; total, 150; there being no associate dormito- 
ries. No epidemic, no serious accident ; 4 sudden deaths from 
natural causes. Mania and its subdivisions, melancholia 
and dementia, are the types of mental disease most prevalent. 
No accident or misfortune to any patient at home on proba- 
tion. There are 25 male patients (average) who work on farm 
daily ; 25 more assist attendants in dining-rooms and halls. 
An average of 8 female patients in sewing- room daily, and 60 
engaged in light quilting, fancy work, etc., and in assisting 
attendants ; total, 68 females. 

White male attendants, 14; 7 colored servants, including 
night attendants, in male department, and the same number 
of attendants and servants (female) in female department. 
It is not without difficulty that properly qualified attendants 
are obtained. 

Amusements consist of music and dancing three times a 
week, walking about the lawns, lawn tennis, croquet, cards, 
draughts, billiards and other indoor games, and occasional 
theatrical entertainments. The grounds are in fair condi- 
tion, considering the limited means. 

Have refused 26 applications for want of room; 14 males, 
12 females. Many more inquiries discouraged in advance 
for same reason. . 

The Superintendent earnestly advocates the construction 
of an infirmary or hospital department in the rear of each 
wing of the Asylum, for the accommodation of 50 to 100 
patients, for the care of a large number of old and infirm 
harmless incurables, at present encumbering the wards ; and 
affording hospital facilities to patients, officers and employees. 
It is proposed to place the infirmary buildings 132 feet dis- 
tant from the rear of the wings, connecting by covered walks 
to the first floor of the central dining-room in each building, 
. at one extremity, and at the other to the front porch of the 
infirmary building. The infirmary itself has a centre and 
two wings ; the former with Hospital Supervisor's quarters, 
day-room, dining-room and office — and on either side are 
spacious associated dormitories. 11 
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The increase of accommodation for the insane is more 
urgent every year. The Superintendent says there are 
between 1,700 and 1,800 insane in the State, only about 1,000 
of whom are in institutions for the insane. It is estimated 
that of the remainder a little over one-third are partially 
cared for in County ''Homes;'' about one-fifth are confined 
in jail?, while largely more than half are unprovided for. 
This does not include idiots and epileptics. The Superin- 
tendent discusses at length the treatment of insanity from a 
physical standpoint. *' Tonics are prescribed for the weak 
and aniemic, and a nutritious diet afforded ; for the nervous 
and debilitated, rest, relaxation and quiet are enjoined ; while 
the violent and sthenic patient is given soothing remedies, 
and if necessary placed in more or less seclusion for the time 
being." 

The estimated expenditure on farm, garden and dairy has 
been $10,360.41, and estimated market value of produce 
$18,777.41, leaving profit of $8,417. 

Many repairs are yet needed in engineer's department; 
wash-house and laundry should be reorganized ; a narrow 
tramway is needed connecting elevators of each ward with 
kitchen and boiler-house — boilers will soon be greatly 
needed — at least three of 50-horse power each — also improved 
fan, and new engine for running dynamo for electric light 
plant and new wash-house machinery. The Superintendent 
says : 

An increase in the regular appropriation of only ij;7,500 per annum for 
maintenance and repairs, and an additional special appropriation of 
$40,000 for the erection of the contemplated infirmary buildings, would 
not only cover all the expenses for the purposes indicated in this report, 
but would successfully raise this Institution from its present impecunious 
and totally inadequate condition to that of the first-class institutions of 
its character in the country, and render it capable, when filled to its 
utmost capacity, of accommodating and maintaining at least 500 patients 
in the course of the next two years. 

The Superintendent says it will soon be necessary, if this 
is not done, to prepare for an Asylum on the cottage plan for 
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imbeciles, harmless incurables, etc. An appropriation of 
$2,500 is asked to remove an unsightly promontory of rock at 
the entrance, or authority to receive labor from the Peniten- 
tiary to that amount.

Morganton, N. C, P. L. Murphy, M. D., Superintendent. 

A congregate dining-room for women has been finished, 
which gives (by using the old dining-room and second story 
of new building for beds) an increased accommodation of 
about eighty beds. Have built an addition to barn and 
other minor improvements. The whole cost of improve- 
ments is $12,000. The summary annexed shows movemen^^ 
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of population. The building was originally designed for 
about 450. About 125 women and 112 men have single 
dormitories; the rest sleep in double or associate rooms. 
No epidemic. Almost all the lunatics in the Hospital are 
dements or chronic maniacs. At home on probation, 9 ; the 
system works well. The attendants include 21 women and 
19 men, besides supervisors and eight nurses. About 150 to 
200 acres of land is in garden, orchard, grass and corn. 
Grounds in good order. No suicide, homicide or serious 
accident. Copy of annual report filed. The whole system 
of by-laws has been changed, and the copy of the same filed 
for Board of Charities. No applications for admission have 
been refused, but about 20 from men. Superintendent (in 
his annual report) recommends the appropriation of $18,000 
to build an associate dining-room from male wing, similar 
to that constructed from the savings from annual support on 
the south side, a female wing. Said savings will no longer 
be applicable for building, because of need to maintain the 
additional number thus provided for. Cost of building will 
be greater than on female side, because of difference of grade, 
requiring higher and thicker walls, and the need of addi- 
tional steam power. Increase beyond this is recommended 
in the form of cottages on the grounds. Superintendent 
states that he has various suggestions to make, some of which 
are not practicable for the present. 

Pay-roll of officers and employees filed in Treasurer's office 
at Raleigh. 

In reply to the question, "What is your estimate of the 
value of the inebriate department, alcoholic and narcotic, so 
far as the experiment has proceeded?" The reply is, *'The 
experiment has not been satisfactory in many ways, yet I 
would be unwilling to have the law permitting their admis- 
sion here repealed." 

In reply to the question, " Will you do this Board the 
favor to express your judgment in reference to thd best 
means of providing for the insane not now accommodated?" 
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This question presses sorely in the case of intractable insane 
in the county homes and jails, giving great trouble to the 
authorities and the inmates; for which reason this Board has 
been repeatedly appealed to to find and urge a practicable 
solution of the question. Answer, " It is the universal opin- 
ion of lunacy doctors that the State alone should provide for 
lunatics. We have furnished working drawings to several 
counties for the erection of quarters for insane people at 
county homes. Those counties that have built by these 
plans seem to be satisfied with them. At the request of the 
Secretary of the Board of Health, these plans were furnished 
to the Board of Health with the understanding that he would 
consult with the Board of Charities. 

A copy of Dr. Taylor^s report is filed. 

The Superintendent courteously adds: 

I have done the best I could to give the Board as much satisfaction as 
it is possible. I have written to the President of the Board inviting the 
Board to meet here. I especially desire to draw the attention of your 
Board to our congregate dining-room. We have added 80 beds to the 
Institution, at a cost of about $150 each. The patients are better served 
with food, and things are made more attractive, and there is less waste. 
The dining-room has intelligent supervision at all times, the patients are 
taught more self-control, and probably there are other advantages 
unnecessary to mention. 

This improvement was made without any special appropriation from 
the Legislature, as all the improvements here have been done. No special 
appropriation has been made since the building was finished. * * * 
If I can render any further service to the Board, I will cheerfully do it.

NORTH CAROLINA EASTERN HOSPITAL, 

Goldsboro, N. C, J. F. Miller, M. D., Superintendent 
Inspected by the Secretary June 30, 1892, and found in sat- 
isfactory condition, and improvements in progress. 

We have erected one three-story brick building. First 
story for engineer's shop; second for laundry; third as asso- 
ciate dormitory for male patients. And another brick build- 
ing of two stories. First floor for dining-room for outside 
employees; second for female patients. We thus provide for 
twenty-eight additional patients at a total cost, with means 
for water, lights, heat and sewerage, of $4,100. The build- 
ing was designed for 240 patients; new structures not yet 
quite ready for occupancy. Now lodged in associate dormi- 
tories, 84; separately, 167. Have added a deep well (305 
feet), furnishing water for all purposes. 
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No epidemic except la grippe last spring; movement of 
population in accompanying summary ; acute and chronic 
mania and dementia are most prevalent; some melancholia; 
on probation, 4 men and 3 women ; believe the plan a good 
one. Attendants employed are, 9 males and 11 females, and 
1 night attendant for each sex. We cultivate about 85 acres 
of land, and raise corn, oats, hogs, and all the vegetables nec- 
essary for our Hospital ; value not known ; greatly need more 
land ; condition of ornamental grounds fairly good. 

No suicides during the year. An attendant (George Pugh) 
was killed by a patient while lying (probably asleep) on a 
bench. Last report filed ; no change in by-laws or general 
management; refused 26 applications, for want of room, in 
1892; we urgently and absolutely need beds for 50 more 
males and 75 females, and more land ; pay-roll of officers and 
employees filed ; tabular statement of monthly expenses filed 
herewith; the same includes classification. 

Average population present, 258.44 ; average total patients, 
266.44 ; cost per capita present for ordinary expenses, $117.85 ; 
cost per capita for total patients, $114.32 ; cost per capita for 
total patients for total expenses, $133.33. 

Our recoveries for the years 1891-92 average 40 per cent., 
and mortality only a fraction over 6 per cent; This is bet- 
ter than usual in the majority of hospitals throughout the 
country, and our mortality the past two years is a large per 
cent, better than what has been usual here.

NORTH CAROLINA INSTITUTION FOR THE DEAF 
AND DUMD AND THE BLIND, 

Raleigh, W. J. Young, Principal. Inspected June, 1892. 

No additions or improvements to the buildings have been 
made since the last report. In the white department 80 
pupils of each sex can be accommodated. Applications for 
admission are on file from 40 deaf-mutes and 8 blind. The 
appropriation from the State for the last fiscal year was 
$40,000. The average daily number was 100 of the deaf and 
dumb and about 65 blind in the white department, and the 
cost per capita about $190. Table filed of names of blind 
admitted, with age at admission, age of occurrence of blind- 
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s, and the cause thereof; 21 in number; the principal 
t being congenitally blind. Deaths 1, from typhoid fever; 
epidemic. Deaf boys are taught shoe-making, and the 
s to sew, do fancy work and housework. The cost of 
terial for shoe-shop from December 1, 1890, to December 
892, was $713.06; and that of material for broom and 
ttress shop for same period was $959.10. With additional 
ms other trades would be introduced. The deaf ought to 
taught printing by all means. The condition of the 
unds is tolerably good. For amusements we have ten- 
alley, swings, etc., but no gymnasium. Religious exer- 
is are provided daily for the opening and closing exercises 
he school. On Sunday the deaf have a lecture and Scrip- 
a lesson, and the blind attend church in the morning in 
city, and have religious exercises in the afternoon.

lome places. 

COLORED DEPARTMENT. 

ho additions, changes, or improvements in building since 
, report. Accommodations remain as heretofore, for 40 
Bach sex. Average daily number in charge, 63. Causes 
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assigned for deafness, about 75 per cent, congenital ; the rest 
divided between falls, blows on the bead and scarlet fever, 
about evenly divided. The blind, almost entirely from 
scrofula, admitted between 8 and 12 years. No deaths. The 
deaf and dumb taught shoe-making, and for the blind broom 
and mattress-making and cane-seating. Amusement?, walk- 
ing, and riding in "land-boat." Religious exercises by Sun- 
day-school and lectures. 

Note. — Upon inspection, it is noted that the grading on 
the north side is needed to turn surface water from the build- 
ing; also ventilation of closet next to sick-room very imper- 
fect, and arrangement faulty. The general management of 
both departments is good.

NORTH CAROLINA SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF 
AND DUMB, 

at Morganton, Prof. E. McK. Goodwin Advisory Superinten- 
dent. 

The act creating said School was passed near the close of 
the session of the General Assembly of 1891. It provides 
that said School shall be for white deaf and dumb children 
between 8 and 23 years, free of tuition and board. The 
Board of Directors appointed organized April 23, 1892, and 
chose a Secretary and Treasurer and Advisory Superinten- 
tendent, from w^hom this report is made. Site selected is a 
tract of 213 acres within three-fourths mile of court-house, 
about one-half of which is in original growth. Building 
faces north 39° east. The sun can shine in every room in 
the building during the day ; light and ventilation will be 
the best; every room will have artificial ventilation; build- 
ing is three-story above basement in shape of capital Roman 
T. The building is 256 feet long, with 162 feet from front 
door through center building and dining-room. In base- 
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neat are 42 rooms, including servants' room, scullery, 
citchen, play-room for small children, store-rooms, balh- 
•oom, water-closets. The first floor contains in centre of 
Duilding 32 rooms ; administrative apartments, library, pub- 
ic parlor and business reception room. Main hall-way to 
;he rear is the dining-room, with seating capacity for 250 
children. On either wing, a large study-hall, sewing-rooms 
md 3 class-rooms. The second floor has Superintendent's 
living apartments (6 rooms). To the rear, over the dining- 
room, is the Institution chapel. On either wing are 3 class 
rooms, and the remainder of the story for dormitories for 
boys and girls respectively. This floor has 38 rooms includ- 
ing closets. The third floor has also 38 rooms, including 
[jlosets and bath-room. This story is used entirely as a dor- 
mitory, except 4 rooms set apart as an infirmary, with 2 
rooms for nurses. Total number of rooms 150. 

Boiler-house and laundry will be necessary outbuildings 
before opening, except stable and barns. Expect to have 
industrial shops under roof of boiler-house and laundry. 
Machinery required will be that used for modern laundry, 
pumps for water supply, lathes and other simple machinery 
in carpenter's department, and perhaps some for shoe-mak- 
ing. Hot- water heater or steam-heating will be used. Hope 
to have water supplied by gravitation plant, supplying 25,000 
gallons daily (similar to Western Hospital plant). Work 
completed consists of foundation of entire building laid, and 
walls about ready to put on second floor joist, with wood- 
work and iron-work necessary for building thus far. We 
have about 1,100,000 to 1,200,000 brick in wall ; window and 
door frames in place. This leaves about one-third of brick 
work to be finished yet. Thus far, about $25,000 has been 
expended, $20,000 of State appropriation and $5,000 in cash 
from the town of Morganton. Additional amount needed 
for completing building, beating, lighting, water sup- 
ply and furnishing will be $60,000. Number of pupils to be 
accommodated will be 250. Expected to be ready September 
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15, 1893. Cannotopen until whole building is finished. Mod- 
elled after general plan of naain building of the Pennsyl- 
vania Institute at Philadelphia. This is considered the 
building best adapted to the work on the American conti- 
nent. While the North Carolina plant will not be as costly 
or commodious, it will be one of the best arranged of the 
American buildings for the deaf. Have names and addresses 
of over 600 deaf persons under 22 years in our State; our law 
includes all from 8 to 23 years ; think there are certainly 800 
thus afflicted; think ours is the only State where industrial 
art is not taught in some of its branches. We propose to 
introduce carpentry, cabinet-making, shoe-making, printing, 
freehand and industrial art, mattress making, etc., together 
with practical farming, gardening, etc.

Respectfully submitted to the North Carolina Board of 
Public Charities by W. S. Black, Superintendent Orford 
Orphan Asylum. 

Since last report we have erected a large, w^ell ventilated 
and convenient kitchen, and supplied a large range and fur- 
niture. Have re-covered annex of main building, including 
teachers^ and children's dining-rooms, bath-rooms, etc. Have 
painted main building annex and kitchen; built one large 
wagon-shed, buggy-shed, and several stables for cows, and a 
boiler and tool-house. Have added three new doors to the 
boys* building, two new rooms and porches to the Superin- 
tendent's house; also a greenhouse. All improvements 
under way at last report have been finished, but others are 
greatly needed. Cost of improvements, $2,040. The receipts 
from the State are $10,000, Grand Lodge of Masons of North 
Carolina $2,500. These are reliable; the remainder by 
voluntary contributions, and unreliable. Expenses are 
divided as follows: Salaries of officers and teachers, $6,15G 
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per year; for improvements and repairs, $2,040; remainder 
is spent in paying hands for farm work, in the laundry, and 
in feeding and clothing the children. Can accommodate 
comfortably 200. Average attendance in 1892 has been 110 
girls and 105 boys. On December 1, 1891,213 present; 
admissions, 25; discharges, 23, placed in homes adopted and 
positions secured; no deaths; no regular physician; about 
one-half have mothers; two have fathers in the penitentiary, 
but are without mothers; average age at admission, 8 years; 
remain 9 years; they are now comfortably clad; no epidemic 
disease or serious accident; daily instruction in school ; about 
one-third can assist in self-support; no refractory cases; 15 
placed with private families during year; 8 others assisted 
to self-support; 16 received directly from county homes 
during the year; prayer held night and morning; Sunday- 
school Sunday morning; preaching in chapel Sunday even- 
ing ; all who are able to go attend different churches in the 
morning; printing, shoe-making, broom-making, farming, 
sewing and cooking are taught; kindergarten and physical 
culture instruction proves very satisfactory. Asylum has 
250 acres; about 100 in cultivation; corn, oats, wheat, pota- 
toes and vegetables raised and used by the Asylum; furnish- 
ing supply of vegetables, etc., that we really need. The 
Superintendent further suggests, as a remedy for the state of 
affairs whereby many children are now in county homes, to 
enlarge the Asylum, increase the appropriation, and send 
such as are proper subjects from the homes to that Institu- 
tion. Five thousand dollars will take care of fifty annually. 
Think it better economy to enlarge at Oxford than to attempt 
to construct another Institution. Owing to the establish- 
ment of other Orphanages in the State by various bodies, 
contributions from benevolent sources are not as large as 
formerly. 

Remarks. — There should be larger provision made by the 
State for orphan children. We are compelled to refuse many 
applications which come to us every week for the admission 
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of children. We are sure your Board would be surprised at 
the large number that apply. We have now fifteen more 
than we ought to have in this Institution. It is the noblest 
work in the State.

No change or improvement has been made in the build- 
ings since last report, or in general management and facili- 
ties. Present buildings can comfortably accommodate 40 
inmates; now in the care of the Home, 54; helpless, 5; 
nearly all can do a little to assist in the work of the Home; 
average weekly cost of food, jnr capita^ is $1.20; Miss Mary 
L. Williams is matron, at $20 per month; the Secretary acts 
as Steward, at a salary of $25 per month ; medical attention 
furnished through the charity of the city physicians; there 
is usually one religious service on Sunday, conducted by some 
one of the city pastors. On December 1, 1891, there were 10 
inmates; admitted, 75; deaths, 7; discharges, 13; applica- 
tions on file for admission, 9. 

Remarks. — In reply to your inquiry as to whether there 
is anything I could suggest to improve the Home, would 
respectfully refer you to my letter of December 18, last, though 
the outlook now is that the appropriation I suggested for 
maintenance will nofbe great enough to meet the wants of 
the Home. I think it necessary that there should be a resi- 
dent Superintendent who also might act as Steward. He 
should be a man of character and education. To obtain 
such a man we would have to pay a fair salary, which would 
be an additional drain on the appropriation.

The Home for the Aged and Infirm is one mile from Orra- 
ham, and near Burlington. Has 6 buildings ; 5 of these are 
16x36 feet, and one is 12x14; 2 rooms to each buildings- 
ventilated by windows; it is without protection from fire, and 
the water supply is from wells ; heated by wood fires in open 
chimneys ; the present arrangements accommodate 36, and 
32 are now in charge ; of these, 3 are able to work and 6 are 
helpless; none in involuntary confinement; diet of meat, 
vegetables, coffee and milk ; cannot estimate cost ; keeper's 

address is Wood, of Burlington ; pay, $300 annually 

and board for his family ; he is a satisfactory oflScer ; Dr. 
G. W. Long '(Graham) is the physician, at $150 per annum ; 
on December 1, 1891, there were 32 in the Home; admitted, 
8 ; died, 8 ; discharged, 2 ; can help on farm, 2 ; can do light 
work, none. The inmates are old men and women, deformed 
negroes, and a few young women of bad character — generally 
of weak mind. 

The premises have good shade, fine water, high ground, 
plenty of room, dry and healthy. Has 53 acres of land ; 20 
in cultivation ; stock, 2 horses and 6 cattle ; wheat, oats, corn 
and vegetables are raised ; grounds shaded ; ashes and 
manures saved, and green crops turned under. Religious 
services are provided on Sunday, but it is diflBcult to secure 
their attendance. There are two children that might be 
sent to the Orphan Asylum soon, the wTiter was informed. 
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The only punishment was locking up the unruly for a few 
hours. No system of outdoor relief. 

The Home will be moved this year to a new point, where 
the buildings will all be new.

Remarks.— The jail was built years ago when the popu- 
lation of the county was only one-third of what it is at pres- 
ent. About one-half of the jail is used by the keeper and 
family, the other part is not suflBcient to accommodate the 
prisoners comfortably, and they are frequently crowded. 
The jail was badly constructed, and is wretchedly ventilated ; 
the air is close and noxious. Grand jury after jury has 
called the attention of the Commissioners to its condition^ 
but nothing has been done in the way of improvement. It 
does not possess the first requisite of a place of confinement,, 
in that it does notconfiue — numerous escapes have occurred 
of parties charged with crime and under sentence. In the 
interest of humanity, as well as the secure confinement of 
ofl'enders, the structure should be torn down.

Note. — The statement of the Grand Jury referred to, 
signed D. A. McCord, F'oreman, contains the following: 
" After a careful examination of the jail we find it to be very 
insecure, and in a very unhealthy condition. This is not 
due to any negligence on the part of the officer in charge, 
but for the want of proper sewerage and ventilation, the 
water su[)pl3' being very insufficient to cleanse the cells, and 
the air-flues entirely too small to afford the necessary ven- 
tilation for the health and comfort of the prisoners therein. 
We would insist that the proper authorities do immediately 
furnish the necessary relief. We therefore condemn the 
county jail." 

Note. — The leading facts as above reported having been 
communicated to the Commissioners of Mecklenburg from 
this office for investigation, we take pleasure in recording 
the main points of reply, as follows: '* We fail to find that 
it (the jail) is conducted contrary to law. As to the charge 
that it contains * vermin/ it is probably true that it contains 
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a great many rats, and if it is lice {pedicedi) to which yotj 
have reference, we believe that they are sometimes carried 
into the jail by the prisoners upon their incarceration, as is 
perhaps the case in nearly every jail in the United States, 
it being almost an impossibility to keep the prisoners clear 
of such vermin. We are of the opinion that the Sheriff 
uses every precaution to keep the prisoners clear of such ver- 
min, etc. We are further of the opinion that the Sheriff, 
being a man of high and humane character, has and will 
do everything possible to keep the jail in good order, and 
the prisoners as clean as is possible to do, etc. The Sheriff 
denies that prisoners have ever bought liquor under his 
regime. Sexes are only turned out with each other during 
meal hours, and to get water, and jailer or turnkey is pres- 
ent to observe their movements. The Board of Commis- 
sioners have ordered the jail to be condemned already, and 
will in this November coming convene the magistracy of 
the county for the purpose of building a more modern jail. 
The present jail has been much improved within the last 
few years, the health of the prisoners being very much bet- 
ter than formerly. The outside walls of the jail are not 
too secure, but subserve the purpose well enough when the 
pro[>er precaution is observed." 

Note. — As the Grand Jury recommended some better 
arrangement for the care of sick prisoners at the county 
stockade (workhouse), we take pleasure in referring to the 
following statement of improvement by the Chairman of the 
County Commissioners: '* At the stockade we have had a 
hospital tent erected ample for the purpose, and have 
ordered comfortable cots and bedding. We have also 
extended the tent 24 feet, under which the convict force is 
kept, the entire extent being 60 x 20 feet wide. The camp 
is kept cleaned and limed and disinfected in the sinks. The 
bedding of convicts is frequently changed, and they are 
bountifully supplied with plenty of good warm clothing. 
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Their food is frequently changed, and they are given vegeta- 
bles in abundance."

The following is the draft of a bill to be entitled "An 
act to establish the North Carolina Reform School," reported 
by W. N. Jones, Chairman of the Committee of the Board of 
Public Charities on said subject, and adopted by the Board 
in session December 30, 1892, to be recommended to the con- 
sideration of the General Assembly : 

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT TO ESTABLISH 
THE " NORTH CAROLINA REFORM SCHOOL." 

SKCTioif 1. There shall be established in this State an insti- 
tution to be known as the " North Carolina Reform School," 
and by that name said school shall have a corporate existence 
and be maintaineij for the reformation of such boys and girls 
as shall be committed to it as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. The general supervision and management of said 
institution shall be vested in a Board of Trustees to consist 
of five members, three of whom shall constitute a quorum, 
and who shall be appointed by the Governor. The members 
of said Board first appointed shall hold their offices for the 
respective terms of one, two, three, four and five years from 
the first day of March, 1893, and until their successors are 
appointed and qualified (said respective terms to be desig- 
nated in their appointment), and thereafter there shall be 
one of said Board appointed in the same manner every year, 
whose term of oflSce shall continue for five years, and until 
his successor is appointed and qualified. All vacancies in 
said Board shall be filled by the Governor. Said Board of 
Trustees shall receive no compensation, except their neces- 
sary expenses, while in the discharge of their duties. 

Sec. 3. Said Trustees before entering upon the discharge of 
their duties shall take an oath to discharge the same faith- 
fully while acting as Trustees. 
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Sec. 4. The Governor in conjunction with the Board of 
Trustees are hereby empowered to select and establish a site 
for said School, and for that purpose the said Board is author- 
ized to receive by donation, or to purchase in the name of 
the State out of the money hereinafter appropriated for the 
establishment of said School, not less than 80 nor more than 
120 acres of land, giving preference, other things being equal, 
to a location central and easy of access from all parts of the 
State; and the said Board shall deposit a certificate of their 
determination, together with all deeds of conveyance of such 
land, after registration in the county where situated, in the 
oflBce of the Secretary of State. 

Sec. 5. The Board of Trustees shall, with the approval of 
the Governor, prepare and adopt plans for the grounds, 
buildings and fixtures necessary and proper for such an insti- 
tution, not in their judgment to exceed in cost the amount 
of money hereinafter appropriated for that purpose, but if 
practicable, of such description that the buildings can be 
added to or enlarged without injury to their symmetry or 
usefulness, and may wath the like approval of the Governor, 
let and make all necessary contracts for the construction of 
such buildings and fixtures and the improvement of the 
grounds according to such plans. The said Board are also 
authorized to furnish such furniture and apparatus as may 
be necessary to equip said School. 

Sec. 6. That the sum of twenty thousand dollars, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated 
out of any moneys which may be in the State Treasury, not 
otherwise appropriated, for the purpose of erecting and equip- 
ping the said Reform School by the next regular meeting of 
the Legislature: Provided, that only one-half of the sum above 
appropriated shall be drawn out of the said Treasury during 
the year 1893, and one-half during the year 1894, and the 
said money when drawn shall be upon the order of the Presi- 
dent of said Board of Trustees, countersigned by the Secre- 
tary of said Board. 
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Sec. 7. The Board of Trustees shiU organize by electing 
one of their number President. They shall also elect a 
Superintendent, who shall be ex officio Secretary of said 
Board, and whose term of oflBce shall be two years, and also 
such officers, agents and teachers as may be necessary, and to 
fix their compensation. They shall also have power to 
remove any officer of said School for good cause. 

Sec. 8. The Superintendent shall be a married man of 
good moral character, and shall reside on the premises of 
said School. He shall have charge of the buildings and 
other property of the School, and shall govern the said 
School in accordance with such rules and regulations as the 
Board of Trustees may prescribe, and shall employ such 
methods of discipline as wnll as far as possible reform the 
characters of the inmates of said School, preserve their health, 
promote improvement in their duties, trades and employ- 
ments. He shall cause the boys and girls in said School to 
be instructed in such branches of useful knowledge as may 
be adapted to their age and capacity, and in such methods 
of labor, either mechanical, manufacturing or agricultural, 
as is best suited to their age, strength and disposition. 
Before entering upon the discharge of his duties, the Super- 
intendent shall give to the State of North Carolina a bond in 
the sum of at least five thousand dollars, with sureties to be 
approved by the Board of Trustees, conditioned for the 
faithful discharge of his duties as such Superintendent, and 
to faithfully account for all moneys and property intrusted 
to him as such officer. He shall keep books showing all 
moneys received and paid out by the School. And the said 
Superintendent shall take an oath to faithfully discharge the 
duties of his office. His books and accounts shall at all 
times be open to the inspection of the Trustees and the Board 
of Public Charities. He shall keep a register containing the 
name, age and knowMi circumstances connected with the 
early history of each boy and girl committed to the School, 
and shall add such facts as shall come to his knowledge relat- 
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ing to his or her history while at the School and after leav- 
ing it. 

Sec. 9. The said Board of Trustees shall make all needful 
rules and regulations for the management and government 
of said School. No Trustee or employee of said School shall 
be personally, directly or indirectly interested in any con- 
tract, purchase or sale made to or any business carried on in 
behalf of or for said School, and any person violating this 
section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and fined or impris- 
oned at the discretion of the Court, and an officer or employee 
of the School violating this section shall also be discharged 
by the Trustees whenever said violation is made to appear to 
them either by conviction in Court or otherwise. 

Sec. 10. The Board of Trustees shall prepare an annual 
report of their proceedings, showing a condition of the School, 
with a financial statement of all moneys received and dis- 
bursed and the employment of its inmates, together with sala- 
ries paid officers and employees of the School, which shall be 
forwarded to the Governor on or before December 1 in each 
year, to be transmitted by him to the General Assembly. It 
shall be the duty of the Trustees at least once a year, or 
oftener if deemed by them necessary, to examine the School 
particularly in all departments, including the accounts, 
vouchers and documents of the Superintendent, and make a 
report of the same. 

Sec. 11. Whenever said School shall be ready for the 
reception of youths therein, the Governor shall make due 
proclamation thereof, and thereafter it shall be lawful for the 
Trustees of said School to receive into its care and guardian- 
ship youths between the ages of seven and seventeen years 
committed to its custody in either of the following modes: 

(1) Any boy or girl who has been convicted of any crime 
under the laws of the State, and the Judges of the Circuit 
and Criminal Courts of the State are hereby authorized to 
commit such boys or girls convicted in their Courts to said 
School: Provided^ no boy or girl convicted of the crimes of 
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murder, arson or rape shall be sent to or received into said 
Reform School. 

(2) Such boys or girls as shall be serving terms in the 

State Penitentiary when the said School shall be opened, 

Tirliose term of sentence shall lack as much as one year of 

expiring, and whose sentence to the Penitentiary shall be 

commuted by the Governor as hereinafter provided ; and the 

authorities of the Penitentiary are hereby directed to turn 

over to the Superintendent of said School all such boys and 

girls in their custody, unless they shall have been convicted 

and sentenced to the Penitentiary for murder, rape or arson, 

in which case there shall be no commutation. 

(3) Boys or girls committed by any Judge of a Criminal 
or Circuit Court of the State, on complaint in writing filed 
and due proof thereof by the parent or guardian of such 
infant, or on complaint filed and due proof by the Clerk of 
the Superior Court of any county in the State, that by reason 
of incorrigible or vicious conduct such infant has rendered 
his control beyond the power of such parent or guardian or 
other proper control, and made it manifestly requisite for the 
future welfare of such boy or girl and of society that he or 
she be placed under the guardianship of said Reform School. 

(4) Infants committed by any Judge of a Circuit or Crimi- 
nal Court where complaint in writing has been filed and due 
proof of the same has been made that such infant is a proper 
subject for the guardianship of said School in consequence of 
vagrancy or of incorrigible or vicious conduct, and that from 
the moral depravity or otherwise of the parent or guardian 
in whose custody such boy or girl may be, such parent or 
guardian is incapable or unwilling to exercise the proper 
care or discipline over such incorrigible and vicious infant. 
And Judges of the Criminal and Circuit Courts shall have 
authority to commit such infant to said School, when they 
shall be satisfied from the aforesaid complaint and proof 
thereon that the said boy or girl is a fit subject to be com- 
mitted to said School. 
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Sec. 12. If any accusation of the commission of any crime 
shall be made against any boy or girl of the age mentioned 
before any grand jury, and the said charges appear to be 
supported by evidence sufficient to put the accused upon 
trial, the grand jury may in their discretion, instead of find- 
ing an indictment against the accused, return to the Court 
that it appears to them that the accused is a suitable person 
to be committed to the guardianship of said School, and the 
Court may thereupon order such commitment, if satisfied 
from the evidence that such commitment ought to be made. 

Sec. 13. If any boy or girl between the ages mentioned 
shall be arraigned for trial in any Court having criminal 
jurisdiction on a charge of any violation of any criminal law 
of the State, the Judge may, with the consent of the accused, 
or of his or her parents or guardian, arrest at any stage of 
the case any further proceedings on the part of the prosecu- 
tion, and commit the accused to the guardianship of the 
Reform School. 

Sec. 14. All boys and girls between the ages mentioned 
who may be accused of any oflfence punishable by imprison- 
ment shall, with a view to the question whether they ought 
to be committed to said School, be entitled to a private 
examination before the Judge of the Circuit Court of the 
proper circuit of the Judge of the Criminal Court at Cham- 
bers, to which only the witnesses in the case and the parent 
or guardian of the boy or girl accused shall be admitted, 
unless one of the parents or guardian or other legal repre- 
sentative of the boy or girl shall demand a public trial, in 
which case all the proceedings shall be in the usual manner. 

Sec. 15. Before conveying any boy or girl to said School 
the person having charge of said boy or girl shall ascertain 
from the Superintendent whether they can be received, and 
whenever such boy or girl cannot be received into said 
School, they shall be disposed of as if this act had never 
been passed. 
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Sec. 16. In all cases when a boy or girl is committed to 
the said School the person executing such commitment shall 
furnish to the Superintendent a true statement in writing 
of the name and age of such boy or girl, and the name of 
the father and mother, if known, and the reason of execu- 
ting such commitment, a record of which shall be made by 
the Superintendent of the School in a book kept for the 
purpose. 

Skc. 17. Every person committed to the Reform School 
i^ay hy good behavior earn to him or herself and be credited 
with good time, as follows : Each month in the first year 5 
days each month ; in the second year 6 days each month ; 
in the third year 7 days each month ; in the fourth year 8 
days each month': in the fifth year 9 days each month, and 
so on during continuance in the School. When such per- 
son shall be degraded for misconduct or violation of the 
rules of the School, then for every month so degraded such 
person shall lose 5 days of the good time that may stand to 
his or her credit during any month ; and the Superintend- 
ent shall release every such person from the School as many 
days before the expiration of the term of his sentence as 
such person shall have of good days to his credit. 

Sec. 18. Upon the discharge of any person to committed 
to the Reform School from the same, the Superintendent 
shall provide him or her suitable clothing and ?5 in money, 
and procure transportation for him or her to his or her home 
if a resident of the State, or to the County from which he or 
she may have been committed. 

Sec. 19. The Superintendent shall have power to place 
any boy or girl committed to said School during his minority 
at any employment for account of such School or otherwise, 
and cause him to be instructed in such branches of useful 
>knowledge as he may think proper; and he shall have 
power to bind out such b^y or girl, with his consent, during 
his minority as an apprentice, and may execute indentures 
of apprenticeship for such boy or girl which shall not be 
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inconsistent with the regular apprentice law of the State. 
But every indenture shall be reported by such Superintend- 
ent to the Trustees at their next meeting thereafter, and 
shall be of no validity unless approved by them, which 
approval shall be endorsed on such indenture, and a rec )rd 
of such approval made in the minutes of the business trans- 
actions of the Trustees. In any case of a boy or girl so 
apprenticed who shall prove untrustworthy and unreformed, 
the Superintendent may permit such boy or girl to be 
returned to said School to be held in the same manner as 
before apprenticed, whereupon the indenture of such boy or 
girl shall be cancelled. And if such infant shall have an 
unsuitable employer or home, the Superintendent may, with 
the approval of said Board of Trustees, take him back into 
said School with or without the consent of the person to 
whom he was apprenticed, and thereupon the indenture 
shall be cancelled. All indentures so made shall be filed 
and kept in said School, and a copy filed in the office of the 
Clerk of the Superior Court where the boy or girl resides. 
The employer of any boy or girl so apprenticed shall, on 
request, be entitled to receive a copy of his indenture. Any 
boy or girl committed to the State Reform School shall be 
kept there, disciplined and instructed, employed and gov- 
erned, under the direction of the Trustees, until he or she 
arrives at the age of 21 years, or is bound out, reformed or 
legally discharged. 

Sec. 20. Any fugitive from said School or apprentice 
under indenture may be arrested and returned to said School, 
or to his master by any officer or citizen on the written 
order of request of the Superintendent, directed to such 
officer or citizen. 

Sec. 21. If any parent or guardian, or employer to whom 
a boy or a girl has been apprenticed, or any person occupy- 
ing the position of parent, protector or guardian, or any rela- 
tion by blood or marriage not more remote than first cousin 
to such boy or girl, shall feel aggrieved by the commitment 
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of any boy or girl to said School, they may make written 
application to the Board of Trustees of the School for the dis- 
charge of such boy or girl, which application shall be filed 
with the Superintendent, who shall inform the Trustees 
thereof, and the same shall be heard and determined by 
such Trustees at such time as they shall fix for that purpose, 
not later than the next regular meeting of the Board. 
Such application shall state the grounds of the applicant's 
claim to the custody of such boy or girl. Within ten days 
after the hearing of said application the Board shall announce 
their decision thereon, and if they shall be of the opinion 
that the welfare of such boy or girl would be promoted by 
granting the application, they shall make an order to that 
effect, otherwise they shall deny the application. Any inmate 
may be discharged by the Trustees of said School on proba- 
tion to his parent or other proper person, or to care for him- 
self, whenever they deem proper, on tlie recommendation 
of the Superintendent and President of the Board of Trus- 
tees, but any such dismissal shall be with the understand- 
ing and so entered of record in the proceedings of the said 
Board, that the said Board shall have authority and power 
to send for and return the boy or girl so dismissed whenever 
in their opinion or a majority of them the best interest of 
the boy or girl will be preserved thereby. 

Sec. 22. It shall be the duty of the said Trustees to pro- 
vide for the instruction of the boys and girls committed to 
said School in reading, writing and arithmetic, as required 
by the apprentice law of the State, and such other instruc- 
tion as the Board of Trustees may determine. 

Sec. 23. Whenever any infant under the age of 17 years 
shall be sentenced by any court of competent jurisdiction to 
any county jail, work-house or penitentiary of the State, it 
shall be lawful for the Governor on application of such boy 
or girl, or the parent or guardian of such boy or girl, to 
commute the punishment of such boy or girl to the School 
created by this act during the minority of such boy or girl, 
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or less time, as may be designated by the Governor in his 
commutation, unless sooner discharged by the Trustees of 
said Reform School under the provisions of this act, and 
this shall apply to all persons now in the Penitentiary of 
the State of the age mentioned or any jail or work-house 
of the State undergoing punishment, and the Governor of 
the State is hereby authorized to commute the sentence of 
any such person by confinement in said Reform School. 
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
